Intense Suffering Among New York'i 


Poor. 


New York, July 7.—Insofar as it wai 
able New York's tenement house pop 
ulation slept out of doors. After a day 
whose scorching heat had struck down 
fully fourscore of the greater city’s 
dwellers and had directly or indirectly 
caused the death of twelve persons 
the densely populated East Side sec*

The temperature ranged from 
92 to 100.

WAR AGAINST MOSQUITOES 


Ninety Separate Species of the IB- 


•ect* Discovered on the Isth- 


mus of Panama. 


A government bug hunter has been 


down on the Isthmus of Panama col- 
lecting mosquitoes in the Canal Zone. 
He secured larvae of eighty-three spe- 
d«§, of which thirty species were new 
to science. -With seven additional 
species already known, this constitu- 
tes the largest number recorded from 
any one locality on earth, says the 
Washington correspondent of the New 
Tork Evening Post.

interested may see the mosquitoes for

in

National Museum, 


•where they have been deposited. Au- 
gust Busck is the name of this scien- 
tific collector who now holds the mos- 
flnito.record. He spent three months 
on the Isthmus during the mosquito- *

money to protect the lives of the men

90 separate species of mosquitoes 
now known to exist along the route 
of the waterway.

Looking at a map of Natal and fol- 
lowing the course of the Tugela River

rushes to join the Tugela, and is fed 
by 
numerous 
streams AvhicU dash 
down the mountain sides in water- 
falls 
and 
cascades, 
cutting 
down 
through the rocks and forming long 
•purs with gorges hundreds of feet 
deep between. 


Some yeai;s ago I was running a 
KafQr store, which was situated on 
the slope of one of tho long spurs 
Rforcmentloned, 
overlooking 
the 
N'Kuzana stream. 
At the time of 
which I am speaking thero were a 
good many prospectors In the valley, 
and a syndicate was working claims 
up the N'Kuzana stream. 
Besides 
trading with the natives I did a fairly 
good business with these plucky pio- 
tteers of civilization. 


Game was pretty plentiful, and also 
jinakes;ya more salubrious region for 
those creatures I was never in, 
I 
had an instinctive feeling of repug- 
nance for snakes, and never passed 
one without at least trying to kill it. 


One evening, after telling the um- 
faan (native lad) to close the store, 
I was sitting outside my wattlc-and- 
daub hut enjoying a smoke, 
when 
Buddenly the boy came rushing up, 
shouting, 
"Baas, baas, inyoka 
um- 
kulu, kakulu!" 
(Master, 
a 
big—a 
eery big—snake!) 
Springing to my 
teet, I asked him where it had gono 
iind what kind of a snake it was. 
Ho 
replied that it was too dark to see, 
but it was very large; ho had seen it 
go into the store Just as he was about 
to close the door. 


"All right," I said, "go and shut 
the store up now," 


But tho lad remained where 
ho 
r a s , shaking with fright, and it was 
obvious that ho dare not go near the 
place while that snake remained in- 
side. 


My other "boys'' had been 
sent 
ftway on errands in the morning, and 
had not returned. 
At first I thought 
I would leave tho snake until 
the 
morning, but remembering that I had 
Just received a fresh supply of goods 
which were lying about the store and 
would 
give the creature plenty of 
hiding places, I thought it better to 
have it out with the brute there and 
then, otherwise it would mean turn- 
ing the store inside out next morning 
to look for it. 
From the boy's de- 
scription T took it to be a young py- 
thon, able to Inflict a severe bite, but 
not venomous. 


Selecting a good stick and taking 
A lighted candle with me, I went to 
the 
store, slipped 
quietly in, 
and 
closed the door behind me. 
Placing 
the candle on the counter, I looked 
around in the dim light. 
Hearing a 
«light noise at the eiid of tho store I 
-crept towards it, and presently saw 
the head of a snake appear just above 
a bale of blankets, its body being on 
the other side. 
I struck at him, but 
as he dodged the blow I bsl^v that it 
was not a p)thon. 
Jumping back I 
tripped and fell with a crash among 
•the tiu-billies and 
Kafilr-pots, 
In 
falling I saw a hissing streak 
of 
AiJackj 
which 
struck 
at me as it 
Oashed past and made for the door. 
Any doubts I had as to the kind of 
•iinake it was were now dispelled, for 
by the sickly smell of musk I knew 
t h e creature was a black mamba, and 
the largest of its kind I had ever seen. 


Heartily I cursed myself for my 
tolly in not bringing my shotgun with 
tne, for now I was fairly trapped, the 
iirute 
being 
between me and 
tho 
<ioor, 
The black mamba, I may men- 
tion, is one of the most dangerous of 
.deadly snakes^ for^ besides the vlru- 
icfice of it» venom, it is very fero- 
cious, and when at bay will attack a 
%uman being: with incredible fury. 


The £xiruordiu^ry (juickaf^ss of U$ 


niovemonls uiak^s it etlll more to 
dreaded; it will dodge a blow from a 
stick and strike back before Its op* 
ponont has time to recover. 
And 
here was I. shut up, through my own 
stupidity, with a serpent of this de- 
scription, which appeared to mo to be 
about twelve feet'in length. 


Meanwhile the brute, 
finding 
Ita 
rctrcpt cut off, turned toward 
me 
again; I could see its evil looking 
eyes scintillating in tho dim light of 
the candle. 
I 
caught 
up 
some 
weights and hurled them at it, in the 
hopo of injuring it sufilciently to stop 
It from springing, but this only had 
tho effect of still further incensing 
tho mamba, and It gathered itself to- 
gether to attack me. 
Promptly 
I 
Jumped up to get on the other side of 
tho counter. 
In my hurry, keeping 
my eyes all the time on the snake, I 
upset tho candle and sent it flying— 
leaving myself in total darkness! 


My feelings at that moment were 
not cxactly enviable. 
Searching has- 
tily in my pocket für a match I found, 
to my dismay, that I must have left 
them by the chair where I had been 
smoking outside, and tho stock of 
matches In tho store was at tho other 
end, with the snake barring tho road! 
Just then I heard the mamba, with a 
loud hiss, hit the thin wood lining In 
front of the counter as it struck out 
in ray direction.

clearing the counter and bringing a 
shower of articles from the ehelvea 
about mo I did no harm to the snake 
except to rouse it to still greater fury. 


I could hear the brute 
striking

darkness, with death in hideous shape 
coming nearer and nearer, I realized 
to the full the horror of ray position.

I 
felt 
cold, my skin 
seemed to creep, and, If my hair did 
not actually stand on end, I exper- 
iencod all the sensations of its doing 
so, 
I continued slashing wildly, how- 
evpr, expGctIng every moment to feel 
a blov/ and the deadly fangs burled 
In my flesh. 
But the strain was get- 
ting too much for my nerves, and I 
felt like screaming when I heard the 
little door between the counter and 
front of the store fly back with a 
thud. 
The snake, striking furiously 
all along the front of the counter, 
had at last come to the door. 
Not 
being bolted the force of the blow 
had sent it erasing back.

Urgent Need That Every Herd Be Tested For 
Tuberculosis and That All Towns Enact Stricter 
Regulations For the Sale of Meat, Milk and Butter. 


You or your family may catch con- 
sumption from your cows. 


This statement, now a proved scien- 
tific truth—disputed by only a small 
and steadily decreasing number of 
authorities — is perhaps not recog- 
nized as such by one farmer in a hun- 
dred. 
Wo want to carry the truth 
home to them. 
Consumption Germs Transmitted by 
Food Instead of Air. 


Perhaps 
you have thought 
that 
consumption can only bo taken by in- 
halation. 


Science now tells us that this is a 
mistake. 


You do not get the germs of tu- 
berculosis' through 
breathing 
only, 
but also through eating and drinking 
—sometimes through meat, milk and 
butter. 


The grave, exceedingly grave. Im- 
portance of this matter is suggested 
by tho new bulletin, mentioned last 
week, Just Issued by the National De- 
partment 
of Agriculture — Circular 
127 of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, "Tubercle Bacilli in Butter''— 
from 
which 
the following striking 
passiyie is taken: 


"This conception of 
tuberculosis, 
like most other modern views of the 
disease, trings with it no encourage- 
ment 
to regard 
tuberculosis 
dairy 
products with complacency; on the 
contrary, it stamps the tuberculous 
cow as one of the greatest dangers to 
which public health Is exposed, 


"The inhalation theory to account 
for the occurrence of pulmonary tu- 
berculosis has been shown to be no 
longer tenable, because no substance 
can be carried Into the finer bron- 
chioles 
by 
the respiratory process, 
and because tuberculous lesions in [ 
the lung have been shown to spread 
from the vascular system, the 
finer 
capillaries, and not from the air pas- 
sages. 
Dried and pulverized tubercu- 
lous material has been shown to lack 
infectiousness, 
and 
the 
infectious 
spray discharged from the mouths of 
tuberculous persons during speaking 
and coughing has been shown to be 
of importance only in their 
Imme- 
diate environment, unless such per- 
sons are permitted to handle articles 
of food, to which the larger droplets 
of the spray may adhere. 
The intro- 
duction 
of 
bacilli into the 
body 
through the uninjured v.^all of the di- 
gestive 
tract, 
anywhere 
from 
the 
mouth downv/ard, has been shown to 
be the chief mode of infection with 
tuberculosis. 


"Consequently, fresh, virulent tu- 
bercle bacilli in articles of food must 
be regarded as the greatest of tuber- 
culous dangers, and among these tu- 
bercle bacilli in butter, because of 
their fraquent occurrence and their 
long continued 
life and 
virulence, 
must rank very high as a danger of 
the 
utmost 
significance for public 
health." 


Meat, Milk and Buttor Fi*oin Cows 
Having Tuberculosis Spread Disease^ 


This brief statement is enough to 
make every stock owner arouse him- 
self to the grave dangers threatened 
by the presence of any animals affect- 
cd by tuberculosis (consumption). 
It 
is not only your responsibility toward 
your own family, but no man of ncr- 
mal conscience can think lightly of 
his responsibility In 
selling 
meat, 
milk or butter from diseased animals. 


Tuberculosis germs may be carried 
either by meat, milk or butter, as we 
have seen. 
With meat the danger is 
slight, because of the long process of 
cooking; the chief danger is through 
milk and butter. 
The danger of in- 
fection through milk is now generally 
appreciated, and the 
new 
bulletin 
just mentioned is likely to arouse the 
country as to the danger hardly less 
great from tuberculous butter. 


ruberculosls Rare Among 
Common 
F a r m Cattle, Coinjuon la Dairy 
Herds. 


Fortunately among our hardy farm 
cattle in the South tuberculosis is 
rare, but it is alarmingly common in 
dairy herds near 
cities. 
There 
is 
hardly 
a 
good sized town in the 
South that is not now getting milk 
from some few tuberculous 
cattle, 
and this must continue to be true— 
probably Increasingly 
true — until 


stricter regulations are adopted. 
As 
tho bulletin under consideration says: 


"It is imperatively necessary for 
the protection of public health that 
all dairy herds should l)e cleaned of 
tuberculous animals. 
It makes no 
difference whether the milk obtained 
from a tuberculous herd, or a herd 
that contains one or more tuberculous 
arlmals, Is sold as milk or cream or 
butter; in all forms it is equally ob- 
jectionable and dangerous. 
It Is not 
a question of the e.xpo3ure of children 
alone, but also of adults; the former 
drink more milk, but the latter eat 
butter oftener and in larger quanti- 
ties. 
Until we are certain that the 
milk delivered to us by dealers Is ob- 
tained from healthy cows in every 
way protected from exposure to tu- 
berculosis, wo should not use it until 
it has been pasteurized or sterilized, 
and all cream that is not above suspi- 
cion should at least be pasteurized 
before it is used in the preparation 
of butter." 


How to Tell 
Cows Are Tuber- 


culous. 


But how can you tell whether or 
not an animal has tuberculosis? 


Only by the tuberculin 
test—the 
outfit being a thermometer, hypoder- 
mic syringe and the commercial tu- 
berculin. 
A dairy herd of any con- 
siderable size will probably be test^pd 
by 
your 
State Veterinarian, if its 
owner will agree to carry out his in- 
structions. 
The 
farmer 
himself 
might make the test, the operation 
being comparatively simple: 
To-day 
take the temperature of the animals 
three or four times, to-night Inject 
the tuberculin, to-morrow take three 
or four times (every two hours from 
6 a. m. until 6 p. m.) and watch the 
result. 
The presence of tuberculosis 
is indicated by an elevation of tem- 
perature of 2.5 degrees or more on 
the second day, above the 
highest 
temperature the preceding day. Prob- 
ably no cow should be positively pro- 
nounced tuberculous unless the tem- 
perature rises to 104 degrees Fah., 
and not then until the presence of 
other diseases which might cause the 
elevation 
of 
temperature has been 
eliminated. 
Every Town in the Country Should 
Awake to the Dangers. 


So grave is the danger of tubercu- 
losis from infected animals that we 
hope to see the time within the nett 
ten years when every town in the 
country will require every dair3'man 
selling milk and butter to take out a 
license, certifying that his herd is in- 
spected annually by the proper au- 
thorities 
and 
all diseased 
animals 
killed. 
If some one suggest<that it is 
strange for a farm paper to urge this 
policy upon the tov/ns, it is enough to 
say that considerations of humanity 
alone would make this cause impera- 
tive, but our interest in the success of 
dairying is also involved. 
The high- 
er prices that the public will be will- 
ing to pay for thoroughly guaranteed 
milk—and even more, the greatly in- 
creased patronage the public will give 
—will compensate for the temporary 
losses to dairymen, resulting from 
the killing of infected animals. 


Moreo ver, it will, also, pay 
the 
dairyman in the long run through the 
greater efficiency cf his cows owing 
to freedom from disease. 
It is a los- 
ing game for any farmer to keep tu- 
berculosis in his herd regardless of 
considerations of duty to his custom- 
ers. 


Rigid regulations on the part of 
the towns will not only save countless 
lives, but will also help the 
dairy 
business 
(1) 
by 
bringing 
about 
healthier and more eíHcient 
herds, 
(2) by Increasing the patronage of 
daries, and (3) in the better prices 
the public will be willing to pa3% 
Tho Conclusion of the "Whole Matter. 


In brief, then: If 3'ou have tuber- 
culous cows, keeping them may mean 
death to your family or to your pa- 
trons, 
The city that shuts its eyes to 
these facts and does not provide for 
adequate inspection of its dairy sup- 
plies ^ins against knowledge and is in 
partnership with tuberculosis in its 
annual slaughter not only of number- 
less 
infants, 
but of thousands of 
adults as well.—From the Progres- 
sive Farmer.

Doctor Marago, of Paris, is photo- 
graphing tho human voice, and with 
a powerful magnifying glass he is 
able to read the records of a person 
talking.

Forgery would be out of the ques- 
tion, as it is impossible to deceive the 
electric 
needle,

faithfully 
records every shade of tone. 


For books and newspapers thè idea 
is to have a conventional imitation of 
zigzags of the various vowels 
and 
consonants in the form of type, which 
will be set in lines lik^ the ordinary 
printed matter. 


Telephone conversations would be 
made as binding as written contracts 
are to-day. 
The firm would record 
beyond all argument just what was 
said and who said it. 


The possibility of sending messages 
across the ocean by cable with the aid

: THE GUILELESS AND CRED 
: 
ULOUS GEOGRAPHERS. 


By far the neatest tale of Cana- 
dian mountaineering concerns 
Mts. 
Brown and Hooker—myths now rele- 
gated to the limbo of Mt. Iseram. In 
its palmy days alchemy fostered no 
such credulity as sways some scien- 
tific 
mapmakers. 
Unetisting 
Mt. 
Tillman, Alaska, which had decorated 
maps for 
fifteen 
years, where 
the 
writer In 1900 first found a ilat plain, 
or the rubbery height of St. Ellas, 
which has bobbed 
between 
12.000 
and 20,000 feet (even Russell cheat- 
ed it by a sheer half mile), ara not 
even good Jokes beside the 17,000 
and 
IC.OOO foot mountains, 
which 
from 1827 on have been engraved 
on each sido of the pass at the head 
of Athabasca River, with the "Com- 
mittee's Punch Bowl" between. 
A 
map might omit Great Slave Lake, 
but never the "punch bowl," 
A kid 
at school might pass for not locating 
Fort Garry, but to the dunce stool 
he went for not knowing the colonial 
boast that 
these peaks 
mark the 
apex of the Rocky Mountain system. 
Now, as a fact, the walls of this pass 
are only a few thousand feet high, 
and the 
"punch bowl" 
Is twenty 
yards wide! 


Neither the railway surveys, spend- 
ing three million dollars, nor George 
Dawson himself nailed the lie. 
That 
was done In a library by Collie, after 
two seasons' expeditions and a year 
of worry. 
Except the maps, and, a 
hunt in Palllser'a 
iournal 
Unking 
Brown 
and 
Hooker 
with 
one 
Douglass, a botanist, of Douglass fir 
(Oregon pine) fame, no mention of 
them could be found In print, until 
Collie struck Bancroft's History of 
British Columbia. 
There the botan- 
ist's diary was cited. 
Collie dug it 
out. 
Douglass had 
crossed 
Atha- 
basca Pass from Vancouver In 1827, 
camping In the eye of the pass on 
May 1. 
On the north lay a moun- 
tain, he wrote, "which does not ap- 
pear to 
be 
less 
taan 16,000 or 
17.000 feet high." 
But this three- 
mile-sheer 
peak, he 
climbed in a 
single afternoon—"which," as Collia 
naively observes, "v;as naturally ab- 
surd." 
The 
chance 
say-so 
of a 
botanist, 
but 
geographers 
ate It 
alive! 
Surely one was with Douglass 
and named the "punch bowl"—after 
mixing his keg in it. 
A Professor 
Coleman had been in the pass five 
years Tiefore Collie, but 
finding 
no 
Brown and Hooker, and seeing high- 
er peaks to the west. Imagined they 
had been mislocated. But these peaks 
then had 
names, the 
Brown and 
Hooker business Is no error, but a 
hoax. 
During the Klondike 
rush, 
when the writer was just north of 
this 
region, 
trappers 
smiled and 
fchook thefT' heads when you asked ! 
àbout 
Brown' and 
Hooker. 
They 
knew. 
Geographers are more guile- 
fess.—From 
"Mountaineering 
in

Cinematogi'aph in Medicine'. 


In the London Lancet Dr. H. Camp- 
bell Thomson, M, D., has an int^est- 
ing note on the use of the cinemato- 
graph, which he has successfully used 
for recording 
and 
illustrating 
the 
movements of patients suffermg from 
various nervous complaints. The pho- 
tographs, which were taken at the • 
rate of sixteen per second, 
clearly 
Bhow tho nervous movements, and are 
used for the instruction of students. 
Dr. Thomson considers that, given a 
Buitable light, it is possible to take 
the finest movements and he hopes 
shortly to be able to demonstrate this 
by showing the movements which oc- 
cur during the electrical reactions of 
muscles. 


No doubt Ideas will occur to read- 
ers in which a record of many med- 
ical cases other than those of nervous 
diseases v/ill be useful, for the whole 
aspect of a case is often different ac- 
cording to whether it can be seen in 
life-like movements or only In sta- 
tionary illustrations. 
The practice of 
Burgery would also seem to offer great 
facilities for demonstration by cine- 
matograph, but hitherto little or no 
serious work has been 
undertaken 
for purposes of teaching. 


For the general pui'poses of class 
teaching in medical and other forms 
cf education, there can bs no doubt 
that the cinematograph will^px'ove to 
be very useful and its management 
Is but little more trouble than that 
of the ordinary lantern. 
Moreover, 
.with the most modern types of ma- 
chine It will be possible to stop at 
any one picture and thus to combine 
wltlf the cinematograph all the ad- 
vantages of an ordinary lantern with- 
out any danger of firing the films. 


Bees Swifter Tlmn Pigeons,

Ninety Separate Specie« 
of the In- 
sects Discovered on the Isth- 
mus of 
Panama- 


A govfirrment bug hunter has been , 
down on the Isthmus of Panama col- 
lecting mosquitoes In the Canal Zone. 
He secured larvae of eighty-three spe- 
cies, of which thirty species were new ^ 
to science. 
With 
seven 
additional 
species already known, this constitu- 
tes the largest number recorded from 
any one locality on earth, says the 
Washington correspondent of the New 
Tork Evening Post 
Anybody who la 
Interested may see the mosquitoes for 
himself 
in 
the 
National Museum, 
where they have been deposited. 
Au- 
gust Busck is the name of this scien- 
tific collector who now holds the mos- 
quito record. 
He spent three months 
on the Isthmus during the mosquito- 
^ 
breeding time, covering 
the end of 
the dry season and the early part of 
the rainy season. 


It has cost, and Is costing, a lot of 
money to protect the lives of the men 
^ 
working in the Canal Zone from the 
90 separate species 
of 
mosquitoes 
now known to exist along the route 
of the waterway. 
Mosquitoes do not 
fly very far 
from the place 
where 
they are born. 
They keep close to 
their food supply. 
Those that affect 
the inhabitants of a town or camp 
normally do not come from a distance 
greater than two hundred yards.

Looking at a map of Natal and fol­ 
lowing the course of the Tugela River 
from its mouth, you will see a small 
tributary marked Insuzi River, which 
has

rushes to join the Tugela, and is fed 
by numerous streams which dash

Some yeai^ ago I was running a 
Kaffir store, which was situated on 
the slope of one of the long spurs 
aforementioned, 
overlooking 
the 
N'Kuzana stream.

which I am speaking thero were a 
good many prospectors in the valley, 
and a syndicate was working claims 
up the N’Kuzana stream.

trading with the natives I did a fairly 
good business with these plucky pio- 
ueers of civilization. 


Game was pretty plentiful, and also 
Bnakesj/a more salubrious region for 
these creatures I was never in. 
I 
bad an instinctive feeling of repug­ 
nance for snakes, and never passed 
one without at least trying to kill it. 


One evening, after telling the um- 
faan (native lad) to close the store, 
I was sitting outside my wattlo-and- 
flaub hut enjoying a smoke, when 
suddenly the boy came rushing up, 
shouting, “Baas, baas, inyoka um- 
kulu, kakulu!” (Master, a big— a 
eery big—snake!) 
Springing to my 
feet, I asked him where It had gono 
And what kind of a snake it was. He 
replied that it was too dark to see, 
hut it was very large; he had seen it 
go into the store just as he was about 
to close the door. 


“All right,” I said, “go and shut 
the store up now.” 


But the lad remained where ho 
was, shaking with fright, and it was 
obvious that ho dare not go near the 
place while that snake remained in­ 
side. 


My other “boys” had been sent 
away on errands in the morning, and 
had not returned. 
At first I thought 
I would leave the snake until the 
morning, but remembering that I had 
Just received a fresh supply of goods 
which were lying about the store and 
would give the creature plenty of 
hiding places, I thought it better to 
have it out with the brute there and 
then, otherwise it would mean turn­ 
ing the store inside out next morning j 
to look for it. 
From the boy’s de­ 
scription T took it to be a young py­ 
thon, able to inflict a severe bite, but 
not venomous. 


Selecting a good stick and taking 
a lighted candle with me, I wrent to 
the store, slipped quietly in, and 
closed the door behind me. 
Placing 
the candle on the counter, I looked 
around in the dim light. 
Hearing a

the head of a snake appear just above 
a bale of blankets, its body being on 
the other side. 
I struck at him, but 
as he dodged the blow I saw that it 
was not a p>thon. 
Jumping back I 
tripped and fell with a crash among 
the tin-billies and Kafilr-pots. 
In 
falling I saw a hissing streak of 
l>iack, 
which 
struck at me as it 
flashed past and made for the door. 
Any doubts I had as to the kind of 
^nake it was were now dispelled, for 
by the sickly smell of musk I knew 
the creature was a black mamba, and 
the largest of its kind 1 had ever seen. 


Heartily I cursed myself for my 
folly in not bringing my shotgun with 
axe, for now I was fairly trapped, the 
£rute 
being 
between me and the 
<ioor, The black mamba, I may men­ 
tion, is one of the most dangerous of 
.deadly snakes, for, besides the viru- 
Jcjace of its venom, it Is very fero­ 
cious, and when at bay will attack a 
fcuman being: with incredible fury.

movements makes It still more to b* 
dreaded; it will dodge a blow from a 
stick and strike back before its op* 
poncnt has time to recover. 
And 
here was I, shut up, through my own 
stupidity, with a serpent of this de* 
scription, which appeared to mo to be 
about twelve feet In length. 


Meanwhile the brute, finding ita 
retrept cut off, turned toward me 
again; I could see its evil looking 
eyes scintillating in the dim light of 
the candle. 
I 
caught 
up 
some 
weights and hurled them at It, in the 
hopo of injuring it sufilciently to stop 
it from springing, but this only had 
the effect of still further incensing 
the mamba, and it gathered itself to­ 
gether to attack me. 
Promptly I 
jumped up to get on the other side of 
the counter. 
In my hurry, keeping 
my eyes all the time on the snake, 1 
upset the candle and sent it flying— 
leaving myself in total darkness! 


My feelings at that moment were 
not exactly enviable. 
Searching has­ 
tily In my pocket fcrr a match I found, 
to my dismay, that I must have left 
them by the chair where I had been 
smoking outside, and the stock of 
matches In the store was at the other 
end, with the snake barring the road! 
Just then I heard the mamba, with a 
loud hiss, hit the thin wood lining in 
front of the counter as it struck out 
in my direction. 
Thinking that it 
was trying to get at me over the 
counter, I lashed out wildly to right 
and left with my stick, but beyond 
clearing the counter and bringing a 
shower of articles from the shelves 
about mo I did no harm to the snake 
except to rouse it to still greater fury. 


I could hear the brute striking 
continually — anywhere and every­ 
where It seemed to me—hissing with 
rage meanwhile, the thud of its blows 
sounding loud against the wood lin­ 
ing. 
Standing helplessly there In the 
darkness, with death in hideous shape 
coming nearer and nearer, I realized 
to the full the horror of my position. 
To say I was in a blue funk is no ex­ 
aggeration; 
I 
felt cold, my skin 
seemed to creep, and, if my hair did 
not actually stand on end, I exper- 
iencod all the sensations of its doing 
so. I continued slashing wildly, howr- 
ever, expecting every moment to feel 
a blow and the deadly fangs buried 
in my flesh. 
But the strain was get­ 
ting too much for my nerves, and I 
felt like screaming when I heard the 
little door between the counter and 
front of the store fly back with a 
thud. 
The snake, striking furiously 
all along the front of the counter, 
had at last come to the door. 
Not 
being bolted the force of the blow 
had sent it erasing back. 


The noise of that opening door 
brought me to my senes, for I knew 
now where my enemy was. Thinking 
the snake was coming round to the 
back of the counter I immediately 
jumped on top, my head coming into 
violent contact with boots and other 
articles hanging from the ceiling. 
Wrenching them from the hooks I 
threw them in the direction where I 
thought the snake was, and then took 
a flying leap toward the door.

Winds nnd Fish. 


A singular correspondence has late­ 
ly been brought to light Detween the 
prevailing direction of the wind on 
the coast of New South Wales and the 
average catch of fish. These influences 
have periods of three or four years. 
Thus in 1S9S there was a general 
scarcity of fish, but afterward they 
became more and more abundant up 
to 1901. 
In 1905 there was another 
scarcity of fish, but the next year they 
began to return in increasing num­ 
bers. 
The cause of these variations 
was a mystery until the coincideuce 
with the prevailing direction of the 
coastal winds was noticed, Now it is 
thought that by the study of the 
winds the prospects of the fishermen 
may be predicted two or three years 
in *dvanes#

This statement, now a proved scien­ 
tific truth— disputed by only a small 
and steadily decreasing number of 
authorities — is perhaps not recog­ 
nized as such by one farmer In a hun­ 
dred. 
We want to carry the truth 
home to them. 
Consumption Germs Transmit ted by 
Food Instead of Air. 


Perhaps 
you have thought that 
consumption can only be taken by in­ 
halation. 


Science now tells us that this is a 
mistake. 


You do not get the germs of tu­ 
berculosis' through breathing only, 
but also through eating and drinking 
—sometimes through meat, milk and 
butter. 


The grave, exceedingly grave, im­ 
portance of this matter is suggested 
by tho new bulletin, mentioned last 
week, just Issued by the National De­ 
partment of Agriculture — Circular 
127 of the Bureau of Animal Indus­ 
try, “Tubercle Bacilli in Butter”— 
from which the following striking 
passage Is taken: 


“This conception of tuberculosis, 
like most other modern views of the 
disease, brings with it no encourage­ 
ment to regard tuberculosis dairy 
products with complacency; on the 
contrary, It stamps the tuberculous 
cow as one of the greatest dangers to 
which public health is exposed, 


“The inhalation theory to account 
for the occurrence of pulmonary tu­ 
berculosis has been shown to be no 
longer tenable, because no substance 
can be carried into the finer bron­ 
chioles by the respiratory process, 
and because tuberculous lesions in 
the lung have been shown to spread 
from the vascular system, the finer 
capillaries, and not from the air pas­ 
sages. Dried and pulverized tubercu­ 
lous material has been shown to lack 
infectiousness, 
and 
the 
infectious 
spray discharged from the mouths of 
tuberculous persons during speaking 
and coughing has been shown to be 
of importance only in their imme­ 
diate environment, unless such per­ 
sons are permitted to handle articles 
of food, to which the larger droplets 
of the spray may adhere. 
The intro­ 
duction 
of 
bacilli into the body 
through the uninjured wall of the di­ 
gestive tract, anywhere from the 
mouth downward, has been shown to 
be the chief mode of infection with 
tuberculosis. 


“Consequently, fresh, virulent tu­ 
bercle bacilli in articles of food must 
be regarded as the greatest of tuber­ 
culous dangers, and among these tu­ 
bercle bacilli in butter, because of 
their frequent occurrence and their 
long continued life and virulence, 
must rank very high as a danger of 
the 
utmost significance for public 
health.” 
Meat, Milk and Butter Fi*om Cows 
Having Tuberculosis Spread Disease^ 


This brief statement is enough to 
make every stock owner arouse him­ 
self to the grave dangers threatened 
by the presence of any animals affect­ 
ed by tuberculosis (consumption). It 
is not only your responsibility toward 
your own family, but no man of ncr- 
mal conscience can think lightly of 
his responsibility in 
selling meat, 
milk or butter from diseased animals. 


Tuberculosis germs may be carried 
either by meat, milk or butter, as we 
have seen, 
With meat the danger is 
slight, because of the long process of 
cooking; the chief danger is through 
milk and butter. 
The danger of in­ 
fection through milk is now generally 
appreciated, and the 
new 
bulletin 
just mentioned is likely to arouse the 
country as to the danger hardly less 
great from tuberculous butter. 
Tuberculosis Rare Among Common 
Farm Cattle, Common in Dairy 
Herds, 


Fortunately among our hardy farm 
cattlo in the South tuberculosis is 
rare, but it is alarmingly common in 
dairy herds near cities. 
There is 
hardly 
a 
good sized town in the 
South that is not now getting milk 
from some few tuberculous cattle, 
and this must continue to be true— 
probably increasingly true — until 


stricter regulations are adopted. 
As 
tho bulletin undsrconsideration says: 
“It is imperatively necessary for 
the protection of public health that 
all dairy herds should l)e cleaned of 
tuberculous a.ilmals. 
It makes no 
difference whether the milk obtained 
from a tuberculous herd, or a herd 
that contains one or more tuberculous 
artmals, is sold as milk or cream or 
butter; in all forms it is equally ob­ 
jectionable and dangerous. 
It is not 
a question of the exposure of children 
alone, but also of adults; the former 
drink more milk, but the latter eat 
butter oftener and in larger quanti­ 
ties. 
Until we are certain that the 
milk delivered to us by dealers Is ob­ 
tained from healthy cows in every 
way protected from exposure to tu­ 
berculosis, wo should not use it until 
it has been pasteurized or sterilized, 
and all cream that Is not above suspi­ 
cion should at least be pasteurized 
before it is used in the preparation 
of butter.” 
ilow to Tell 'lyiint Cows Are Tuber» 


culous. 


But how can you tell whether or 
not an animal has tuberculosis? 


Only by the tuberculin test—the 
outfit being a thermometer, hypoder­ 
mic syringe and the commercial tu­ 
berculin. 
A dairy herd of any con­ 
siderable size will probably be tested 
by your State Veterinarian, If its 
owner will agree to carry out his in­ 
structions. 
The 
farmer 
himself 
might make the test, the operation 
being comparatively simple: To-day 
take the temperature of the animals 
three or four times, to-night Inject 
the tuberculin, to-morrow take three 
or four times (every two hours from 
6 a. m. until 6 p. m.) and watch the 
result. 
The presence of tuberculosis 
is indicated by an elevation of tem­ 
perature of 2.5 degrees or more on 
the second day, above the highest 
temperature the preceding day. Prob­ 
ably no cow should be positively pro­ 
nounced tuberculous unless the tem­ 
perature rises to 104 degrees Fah., 
and not then until the presence of 
other diseases which might cause the 
elevation of temperature has been 
eliminated. 
Every Town in the Country Should 
Awake to the Dangers. 


So grave is the danger of tubercu­ 
losis from infected animals that we 
hope to see the time within the next 
ten years when every town in the 
country will require every dairyman 
selling milk and butter to take out a 
license, certifying that his herd is in­ 
spected annually by the proper au­ 
thorities 
and 
all diseased animals 
killed. 
If some one suggestethat it is 
strange for a farm paper to urge this 
policy upon the towns, it is enough to 
say that considerations of humanity 
alone would make this cause impera­ 
tive, but our interest in the success of 
dairying is also involved. 
The high­ 
er prices that the public will be will­ 
ing to pay for thoroughly guaranteed 
milk— and even more, the greatly in­ 
creased patronage the public will give 
—will compensate for the temporary 
losses to dairymen, resulting from 
tho killing of infected animals. 


Moreover, it will, also, pay the 
dairyman in the long run through the 
greater efficiency cf his cowfs owing 
to freedom from disease. 
It is a los­ 
ing game for any farmer to keep tu­ 
berculosis in his herd regardless of 
considerations of duty to his custom­ 
ers. 


Rigid regulations on the part of 
the towns will not only save countless 
lives, but will also help the dairy 
business 
(1) 
by 
bringing 
about 
healthier and more efficient herds,

By far the neatest tale of Cana­ 
dian mountaineering concerns Mt3. 
Brown and Hooker— myths now rele­ 
gated to the limbo of Mt. Iseram. In 
its palmy days alchemy fostered no 
such credulity as sways some scien­ 
tific 
mapmakers. 
Unexisting 
Mt. 
Tillman, Alaska, which had decorated 
maps for fifteen years, where the 
writer In 1900 first found a Hat plain, 
or the rubbery height of St. Elias, 
which has bobbed between 12,000 
and 20,000 feet (even Russell cheat­ 
ed it by a sheer half mile), ara not 
even good jokes beside the 17,000 
and 16,000 foot mountains, which 
from 1827 on have been engraved 
on each side of the pass at the head 
of Athabasca River, with the “Com­ 
mittee’s Punch Bowl” between. 
A 
map might omit Great Slave Lake, 
but never the “punch bowl.” 
A kid 
at school might pass for not locating 
Fort Garry, but to the dunce stool 
he went for not knowing the colonial 
boast that 
these peaks 
mark the 
apex of the Rocky Mountain system. 
Now, as a fact, the wralls of this pass 
are only a few thousand feet high, 
and the 
“punch bowl” 
is twenty 
yards wide! 


Neither the railway surveys, spend­ 
ing three million dollars, nor George 
Dawson himself nailed the lie. 
That 
was done in a library by Collie, after 
two seasons* expeditions and a year 
of worry. 
Except the maps, and, a 
hunt in Palliser’s journal linking 
Brown 
and 
Hooker 
with 
one 
Douglass, a botanist, of Douglass fir 
(Oregon pine) fame, no mention of 
them could be found in print, until 
Collie struck Bancroft’s History of 
British Columbia. 
There the botan­ 
ist's diary was cited. 
Collie dug it 
out. 
Douglass had crossed Atha­ 
basca Pass from Vancouver in 1827, 
camping in the eye of the pass on 
May 1. 
On the north lay a moun­ 
tain, he wrote, “w’hich does not ap­ 
pear to 
be 
less 
taan 16,000 or 
17,000 feet high.” 
But this three- 
mile-sheer 
peak, he 
climbed in a 
single afternoon— “which,” as Collia 
naively observes, “was naturally ab­ 
surd.” 
The 
chance 
say-so 
of a 
botanist, 
but 
geographers 
ate it 
alive! 
Surely one was with Douglass 
and named the “punch bowl”— after 
mixing his keg in it. 
A Professor 
Coleman had been in the pass five 
years 'before Collie, but finding no 
Brown and Hooker, and seeing high­ 
er peaks to the west, imagined they 
had been mislocated. But these peaks 
then had 
names, the 
Brown and 
Hooker business is no error, but a 
hoax. 
During the Klondike rush,

region,

fehook their heads wrhen you asked i 
fcbout 
Brown* and 
Hooker. 
They

Cinematograph in Medicine. 


In the London Lancet Dr. H. Camp­ 
bell Thomson, M. D., has an i n v e s t ­ 
ing note on the use of the cinemato­ 
graph, which he has successfully used 
for recording and illustrating the 
movements of patients suffering from 
various nervous complaints. The pho­ 
tographs, wrliich were taken at the 
rate of sixteen per second, clearly 
Bhow tho nervous movements, and are 
used for the instruction of students. 
Dr. Thomson considers that, given a 
suitable light, it is possible to take 
the finest movements and he hopes 
shortly to be able to demonstrate this 
by showing the movements which oc­ 
cur during the electrical reactions of 
muscles. 


No doubt ideas will occur to read­ 
ers in which a record of many med­ 
ical cases other than those of nervous 
diseases will be useful, for the whole 
aspect of a case is often different ac­ 
cording to whether it can be seen in 
life-like movements or only in sta­ 
tionary illustrations. The practice of 
surgery would also seem to offer great 
facilities for demonstration by cine­ 
matograph, but hitherto little or no 
eerious work has been undertaken 
for purposes of teaching. 


For the general purposes of class 
teaching in medical and other forms 
of education, there can bs no doubt 
that the cinematograph will^prove to 
be very useful and its management 
is but little more trouble than that 
of th9 ordinary lantern. 
Moreover, 
.with the most modern types of ma­ 
chine it will be possible to stop at 
any one picture and thus to combine 
wit If the cinematograph all the ad­ 
vantages of an ordinary lantern with­ 
out any danger of iiring the films.

H© secured larvae of eiglity-three spe­ 
cie», of which thirty species were new 
t*> science. 
With 
seven 
additional 
species already known, this constitu­ 
tes the largest number recorded from 
any one locality on earth, says the 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Evening Post 
Anybody who Is 
interested may see the mosquitoes for 
himself 
In 
the 
National Museum, 
where they have been deposited. Au­ 
gust Busck is the name of this scien­ 
tific collector wrho now holds the mos­ 
quito record. 
He spent three months 
on the isthmus during the mosquito- 
breeding time, covering 
the end of 
the dry season and the early part of 
the rainy season. 


It has cost, and is costing, a lot of 
money to protect the lives of the men 
working in the Canal Zone from the 
90 separate species 
of 
mosquitoes 
now known to exist along the route 
of the waterway. 
Mosquitoes do not 
fly very far 
from the place 
where 
they are born. 
They keep close to 
their food supply. 
Those that affect 
the inhabitants of a town or camp 
normally do not come from a distance 
greater than two hundred yards.

Tho moccasin flower catchea 
bumblebees, and the Venus flytrap la 
the greatest and most successful fly- 
catcher 
of 
alL 
The 
trumpet-leaf 
plant, huntsman's cup, Indian dipper, 
Blde-saddle flower and pitcher-plant 
aro all successful catchers and greedy 
eaters of Insects of the smaller kind. 


Speaking of Insects reminds me 
that they, too, have some peculiar 
habits and customs; for instance, the 
dragon-fly will eat his own body when 
offered to him, and the insect known 
to most of us as the walking-sticU 
has no trouble in replacing lost limbs 
when, through accident or some other 
cause, its legs or arms have been cut 
off. 


It certainly is a curious sight to see 
an ant's head walking ofi by itself, 
yet this can often be seen In places 
where 
the 
ant-decapltatlng 
fly 
abounds. 
These flies lay their eggs 
on the neck of the ant, and when the 
egg hatches the little larvae bores 
right into tho hea4 of the ant and 
after eating out the brain and grow- 
ing In the cavity, the head breaks 
off from tho body of the ant and is 
propelled about by the growing insect 
Inside. 


There are some bugs and beetles 
whose beaks and nippers are strong 
enough to pierce the human skin, all 
of them belonging to the assassin-bug 
species, of which there are about 2000 
varieties. 
The kissing bug, which 
gained so much newspaper notoriety 
a few years ago, belongs to this vast 
army. 


Coming back to the plant world, I 
suppose there are not many pereojii 
who know that tho mold v/e some- 
times see on old bread Is really a tiny 
mushroom, so small that thousands 
cover a space an Inch square, and that 
it is a very slm^llar kind of mushroom 
growth that fastens' flies onto the 
window panes in fall or early winter. 


We all like winter for the change 
It brings us from the heat of summer, 
and s^ we need never be sorry when 
we hear the noisy, crested titmouse, 
for we know that when they are nois- 
iest, the snows and wintry days will 
soon be here, 
^Heedle-de-dee, peto- 
peto, day tee-day tee," he chirps and 
€ings as he flits from tree to tree. 
Surely the name given him, "Jack 
Frost's trumpeter," fits him well. 


Winter brings ice, and I'm sure not 
one of us could or would v/ant to live 
or sleep in a block of ice, but there is 
one fish up in the waters of Alaska 
whose vitality Is so great that it can 
be frozen for weeks, and when thawed 
out will be as lively as ever. 


Wolves we know are hungrier In 
winter than in summer, because at 
that season the kind of food they 
crave Is harder for them to get, so 
they 
gather and 
hunt In packs In 
order that they may more readily 
kill the larger game. 
There Is a fish 
In the sea called the bluefish, which 
pursues similar tactics, and for this 
reason Is also called the "wolf-fish" 
of the sea. 
Swimming In schools, 
they, like the wolves on land, pursue 
and cut to pieces and destroy their 
prey, which often consists of 
fish 
much larger than themselves. 


The Signal Corps of the Army are 
not the only ones that can flash sig- 
nals, for long before they learned 
how, the antelopes could and did flash 
signals v/Ith the two white patches 
on their backs, and which look to the 
uninitiated 
like 
two 
large 
white 
chrysanthemums.—Watchword.

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The flold excursions of tho natural- 
lit who has genuine love for nature 
are greatly Increased in interest if 
ihas a practical knowledge of tho 
uses of the microscope antl of tho 
material available for study. 
Of all 
this material, the minute plants call- 
ed diatoms forai one of the most in- 
tereBting classes, not only on account 
of their exceeding beauty» but for tho 
mysteries connected with tlieir life 
history, which has not yet been com- 
pletely observed. 


The diatom Is essf.ntlally a glass 
box 
filled 
with 
living 
protoplasm. 
It consists of two opposite valves, like 
a box 
the lid. joined together by 
a band or hoop, llko the ¿ides of the 
box. The sides of the lid and those 
of the box overlap, and, as the diatom 
gî'ows, separate from each other, un- 
til finally two new layers or valves 
are formed and the plant divides into 
two Individuals. 


Diatoms vary greatly in size, some 
being -so small as to bo scarcely vis- 
ible with a magnifying power of 500 
dlam^eters. 
Others, under this power, 
appear about six inches long. 
They 
also differ greatly in form and out- 
line. being long and narrow, straight, 
curved or S-shaped, boat-shapel, ei- 
lifptical, saddle-shaped, 
twisted, 
tri- 
angular, square, star-shaped or circu- 
lar. 
Others are obliquely rhembold, 
with a "waist" like an hour-glass or 
a figure eight. 
All are beautifully 
ornamented with markings in almost 
infinite variety. 
Many kinds 'bear 
•pines, while some have a row of 
funnels around their margin. 


Many of these little plants are al- 
most constantly in motion, the cause 
of which Is not well understood. 
A 
«io-fou;rtih or a one-ilfth Inch mlcro- 
Bcope objective may be conveniently 
used to -stud'y these movements, and, 
with such a magnifying lens, the mo- 
tions of some resemble those of a 
ferryboat. 
They .proceed in one dl- 
rectjcn for a time, stop for a mo- 
ment and then return only to resume 
the journey. 
They travel more rap- 
idly than the steamboat, In propor- 
tion to their size, as some will move 
for a distance equal to their length 
In from four to ten seconds. They 
do not avoid obstructions, but plow 
through them, or back away from 
them, and they may often be seen, 
under the microscope, pushing along 
a mais of debris many times exceed- 
ing tîhelr own weight. 


Tho»e named 
Baclllaria 
paradoxa 
have' the most »peculiar motions of 
all. These are long and very narrow, 
and, 
when 
lying 
quietly 
together, 
thoy may suggest a pile of flat rods 
or laths. 
When they move, as they 
do rapidly, the lathlike rods slide on 
one another until the whole heap be- 
comes a long. Irregular line, the end 
of each one resting on the end of 
the other next to It. 
They never 
move far enough to slip apart, but 
slide 
back 
over 
one 
another 
and 
again 
form 
the 
heap, 
or 
they 
slide 
onward 
In 
the 
opposite di- 
rection. 
(Why they never slip off 
at the ends, Indeed, why they move 
at all. Is not known. 
They often 
advance so forcibly that they dash 
all obstruction out of their way v/lth- 
out the slightest hesitation. 


Diatoms may be found in every 
permanent body of water, but 
are 
most abundant in the ooze of -slug- 
gish streams, quiet ponds and bays, 
inlets and soundings of the seashore. 
The shallow.s of salt marshes contain 
them In great numbers and variety. 
. As th-Elr shells are composed of 
Bilex (glassy) they are practically in- 
destructible, being able to withstand 
a high temperature and the prolong- 
ed action of acids. 
When they are 
undisturbed 
for liong periods, they 
accumulate In vast quantities. Nearly 
every large swamp M'lth a level sur- 
face covers a deposit of diatoms. 
I 
have found suoh a deposit under salt 
marshes to be sometimes llfty feet 
thick. 


The cities of Richmond and Peters- 
burg are built above such a formation, 
which also extends through Maryland 
Into New Jersey. The artesian wells 
at Atlantic City are driven through 
more than six hundred feet of such 
a deposit. 
At Redondo Beach, Gal., 
Is a high bluff of diatomaceous earth, 
and tliere are probably thousands of 
•Imllar formations that lhave never 
been Inv&sUgated.—From "Nature and 
Science" In St. Nicholas.

POWER.

been originally given to the Presi- 
dent by the States in order to en- 
able him to protect his constitutional 
prerogatives from invasion by Con- 
gress, but In our times the people 
appsar to be willing that he should 
use It and threaten Its use In order 
to 'terrify and dominate legislators. 


Has not the modern habit 
of 
a 
member of the House to think only 
of his district and labor chiefly for 
It given the President his Innings 
as the only organ and representative 
of the wbol§ people? 
He is now 
<lr»t, the 
Senate second, 
and 
the 
House last, which is quite the re- 
verse of what the framers of 
tho 
Constitution fancied would come to 
pais. 


It is edifying In looking back dur- 
ing a century and anore to compare 
the evolution of the people's will In 
America and in England, where the 


character of tho King is tho acci- 
dent of birth and education. There 
the veto has not been used, cer- 
tainly not slncc 1792, whereas here 
Us 
use has Increased since Jackson 
enterod tho r\Mille House. There Ihd 
enfranchised massed uso tho House 
of Commons as their bistrumcnt of 
power, but here the President. 


Roospvelt saw the tendency in tho 
groat West and has worked it as 
President with exceptional 
shrewd- 
ness and success. 
He has endeavor- 
ed to execute popular wisdom aud 
lK)pular folly. Constitution or no Con- 
stitution. 
Congress has no control 
over his policies, excepting by par- 
ty discipline, which has not been ap- 
plied. 


Democrats In Congress have been 
hypnotized In the departments by fav- 
or for the "district." Even now con- 
spicuous Democrats say they do not 
isee how Bryan can refuso to sup- 
port Roosevelt If nominated at Chi- 
cago. Party discipline has vanished. 
The President, holding the cold end of 
the poker, presents the hot end to 
Conj^ress which may authorize klm to 
expend 
twenty millions 
for public 
buildings, but cannot constrain him 
to do It. He need not pay out a dol- 
lar. Disbursing 
oiilcers 
must 
obey 
him.—New York Sun. 


A N INTERESTING 
LAND, 


And 
Its Church Towers Are a Dis- 
tinctive Feature of the Mexi- 
can View, 


There Is no country beitter worth 
visiting than Mexico. It is very strik- 
ing. in crossing the border from tho 
United States, to note how completely 
every.iJiing changes. Here there hard- 
ly seems anything man has construct- 
ed which harmonizes with its sui'- 
roundings; thero everything seems to 
be en'tlrely a part of the country. 
It 
Is more foreign than Europe Is now, 
and constantly reminds one of the 
East. 
Riding in some of the little- 
traveled districts, I could hardly be- 
lieve that I was not In India. 
The 
dust In the road, the thorn scrub on 
both sides, with that pungent smell 
of the blossoms^ all reminde'd me of 
tliG coumtry aibout Ahmedabad. 
The 
plateau In winter, tlie dry season, Is 
very mudi 
like 
the 
desert—long 
stretches of 
country, 
witli 
purple 
mountains In the distance, wRhout a 
tree in sight except where there is a 
town, or where irrigation has kept a 
little green and a few trees have 'been 
plantiE'd. Often the horizon is so dis- 
tant that the mountains melt Into the 
sky, and 
perhaps 
one 
catches 
a 
glimpse of the snow on one of the 
volcanoes. 
The color Is thajt of Us 
own Mexican opal—greens, blues and 
•reds. 


Everywhere the distinctive features 
are the church towers and tiled domes 
rising above the towns. The extjeriors 
of these churches are always pictur- 
esque a;nd in'terestlng, but the inter- 
iors are usually 
disappointing, 
for 
they have suffered much during many 
revolutions, and perhaps even 
more 
from senseless renovations. 
There 
are a few still untouched, w-hene one 
can see them as nearly all were once, 
entirely covered with richly carved 
wood b-^avlly glided. 
Gold was used 
thickly everywhere, till the carving 
looked like solid metal. 
I liave seen 
much gold In churches, but none to 
equal that In Mexlco.-nProm

time of 
war.—Scientific 
American. 


Against 
Cremation. 


A court decision that 
many will 
consider reactionary has been handed 
down by tho highest Prussian court, 
to 'the effect that 
cremation, as a 
method of disposing oi Uie bodies of 
the dead, is without sanction of law 
and may be forbidden by the police 
authority In any jurisdiction. 
Ac- 
cording to statistics made public frona 
time to lime, the practice of crema- 
tion Is slowly but surely growing in 
popularity In America. 
In thickly 
populated sections the 
method hps 
much to commend Itself. 
For tho£e 
who have no religious or sentimental 
scruples on the subject, cremation ap- 
pears a reasonable and proper meth- 
od for disposing of tho dead. Hygien- 
icaily it has nearly everything In Its 
faTOr. 


The Prussian court elaborates Ita 
declHon with the statement that cre- 
mation Is repugnant .to religious sen- 
sibilities and therefore it be discour- 
aged for more than mere legal rea- 
sons. 
Even though this be the last 
word of the highest court of Prussia, 
it would appear more than probable 
that the decree will be attacked, for 
the cremation propagandists will not 
be content without making a fight for 
reversal or m'odificatlon of Uie order.

Better Colored Glass. 


An improved 
ornamental 
glass— 
more transparent than the old and 
designed to reflect and transmit light 
of substantially the same color—has 
been developed by Fritz Puhl and Au­ 
gust Wagner of Berlin. 
The gold or 
silver panes in mosaic 
work 
have 
been made by pouring melted glass 
upon a metal film and then causing a 
thin sheet of glass to adhere to the 
film by heating, the product being a 
glass reflecting gold or silver light, 
but almost opaque, the feeble light 
transmitted being of a dirty yellow or 
gray color. 
In the new process/ the 
metal is made to thoroughly coalesce 
with the glass. 
The film is applied 
to the first layer of glass mechanical­ 
ly or by chemical or electrolytic meth­ 
od, and melted glass is then poured 
on to form the second layer, giving 
perfect union and great transparency. 
The panes have a beautiful golden or 
silvery luster by reflected lfght, while 
the trasonitted rays are more or loss 
colored and give a pleasing antique 
effect. 
Mosaics may be made up 
with both the new glass and the old, 
and the new material is adapted not 
only for windows, but for lanterns, 
lamp chimneys and other u se s.___

Strange Habits of 


Plants and Insects 


By JOHN Z. QU1XIXS. 
What*8 this I hear 
About the »*ew carnivora? 
Can little plants 
Knt bups and ants, 
And gnats and ihes? 
A sort of retrograding: 
Surely the fare^ 
Of flowers is air 
Or sunshine sweet; 
They shouldn’t eat 
Or ao auglit so degrading. 


The fact remains, however, that 
there are several hundred carnivorous 
plants that catch and eat insects. Tho 
dogbane catches flies, and the silenea 
and phloxes are furnished with a 
sticky gum which never fails to catch 
insects. The moccasin flower catches 
bumblebees, and the Venus flytrap is 
the greatest and most successful fly­ 
catcher 
of 
all. 
The 
trumpet-leaf 
plant, huntsman’s cup, Indian dipper, 
side-saddle flower and pitcher-plant 
are all successful catchers and greedy 
eaters of insects of the smaller kind. 


Speaking of insects reminds me 
that they, too, have some peculiar 
habits and customs; for instance, the 
dragon-fly will eat his own body when 
offered to him, and the insect known 
to most of us as the walking-stick 
has no trouble in replacing lost limbs 
when, through accident or some other 
cause, its legs or arms havo been cut 
off. 


It certainly is a curious sight to see 
an ant’s head walking off by itself, 
yet this can often be seen in places 
where 
the 
ant-decapitating 
fly 
abounds. 
These flies lay their eggs 
on the neck of the ant, and when the 
egg hatches the little larvae bores 
right into the hea4 of the ant and 
after eating out the brain and grow­ 
ing in the cavity, the head breaks 
off from tho body of the ant and is 
propelled about by the growing insect 
inside. 


There are some bugs and beetles 
whose beaks and nippers are strong 
enough to pierce the human skin, all 
of them belonging to the assassin-bug 
species, of which there are about 2000 
varieties. 
The kissing bug, which 
gained so much newspaper notoriety 
a few years ago, belongs to this vast 
army. 


Coming back to the plant world, I 
suppose there are not many person» 
who know that the mold we some­ 
times see on old bread is really a tiny 
mushroom, so email that thousands 
cover a space an inch square, and that 
it is a very similar kind of mushroom 
growth that fasten? flies onto the 
window panes in fall or early winter. 


We all like winter for the change 
it brings us from the heat of summer, 
and stj we need never be sorry when 
we hear the noisy, crested titmouse, 
for we know that when they are nois­ 
iest, the snows and wintry days will 
soon be here. 
*Heedle-de-dee, peto- 
peto, daytee-daytee,” he chirps and 
eings as he flits from tree to tree. 
Surely the name given him, “Jack 
Frost’s trum peter,” fits him well. 


Winter brings ice, and I ’m sure not 
one of us could or would want to live 
or sleep in a block of ice, but there is 
one fish up in the waters of Alaska 
whose vitality is so great that it can 
be frozen for weeks, and when thawed 
out will be a3 lively as ever. 


Wolves we know are hungrier In 
winter than in summer, because at 
that season the kind of food they 
crave is harder for them to get, so 
they gather and hunt in packs in 
order that they may more readily 
kill the larger game. 
There is a fish 
in the sea called the bluefish, which 
pursues similar tactics, and for this 
reason is also called the “wolf-fish” 
of the sea. 
Swimming in schools, 
they, like the wolves on land, pursue 
and cut to pieces and destroy their 
prey, which often consists of fish 
much larger than themselve3. 


The Signal Corps of the Army are

The 25,000 
horse-power rolling- 
mill engine Installed in the Sharon 
(Pa.) plant of tho Carnegie Steel 
Company Is the largest steam engine 
in the world and weighs 650 tons 
without foundation plates and fly­ 
wheel* It operates at a speed of from 
150 to 200 revolutions per minute. 
Being used to operate the rolls In a 
steel mill, It has to be quickly re­ 
versed at the end of each run, and for 
this purpose the reversing mechanism 
is run by a small independent en­ 
gine.

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Marked Glass Boxes, 
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The field excursions of the natural- 
l«t who has genuine love for nature 
are greatly increased in interest if 
«has a practical knowledge of the 
uses of the microscope anti of the 
material available for study. 
Of all 
this material, the minute plants call­ 
ed diatoms to m one of tho most in­ 
teresting classes» not only on account 
of their exceeding beauty, but for the 
mysteries connected with their life 
history, which has not yet ‘been com­ 
pletely observed. 


The diatom is essentially a glass 
box 
filled 
with 
living protoplasm. 
It consists of two opposite valves, like 
a box and the lid. joined together by 
a band or hoop, like the Sides of the 
box. 
The sides of the lid and those 
j of the box overlap, and, as the diatom 
grows, separate from each other, un­ 
til finally two new layers or valves 
are formed and the plant divides into 
two Individuals. 


Diatoms vary greatly in size, some 
being -so small as to be scarcely vis­ 
ible with a magnifying power of 500 
diameters. 
Others, under this power, 
appear about six inches long. 
They 
also differ greatly in form and out­ 
line, being long and narrow, straight, 
curved or S-shaped, boat-sliapel, el­ 
liptical, 
saddle-shaped, 
twisted, 
tri­ 
angular, square, star-shaped or circu­ 
lar. 
Others are obliquely rhemboid, 
with a “waist” like an hour-glass or 
a figure eight. 
All are beautifully 
ornamented with markings in almost 
infinito variety. 
Many kinds ‘bear 
•pines, while some have a row of 
funn-els around their margin. 


M any of these little plants are al­ 
most constantly in motion, the cause 
of which is not well understood. 
A 
ono*fou;rtih or a one-fifth inch micro­ 
scope objective may be conveniently 
used to study these movements, and, 
with such a magnifying lens, the mo­ 
tions of some resemble those of a 
ferryboat. 
They .proceed in one di­ 
rection for a time, stop for a mo­ 
ment and then return only to resume 
the journey. 
They travel more rap­ 
idly than the steamboat, in propor­ 
tion to their size, as some will move 
for a distance equal to their length 
in from four to ten seconds. They 
do not avoid obstructions, 'but plow 
through them, or back away from 
them, and they may often be seen, 
under the microscope, pushing along 
a mais of debris many times exceed­ 
ing their own weight. 


Those named Bacillaria paradoxa 
have* the most »peculiar motions of 
all. These are long and very narrow, 
and, 
when 
lying 
quietly together, 
they may suggest a pile of flat rods 
or laths. 
When they move, as they 
do rapidly, the lathlike rods slide or: 
one another until the whole heap be­ 
comes a long, Irregular line, the end 
of each one resting on the end of 
the other next to it. 
They never 
move far enough to -slip apart, but 
slide back over one another and 
again 
form 
the 
heap, 
or 
they 
slide 
onward 
in 
the 
opposite di­ 
rection. 
/Why -they never slip off 
at the ends, indeed, why they move 
at all, is not known. 
They often 
advance so forcibly that they dash 
all obstruction out of their way with­ 
out the slightest hesitation. 


Diatoms may be found in every 
permanent body of water, but are 
most abundant in the ooze of slug­ 
gish streams, quiet ponds and -bays, 
inlets and soundings of the seashore. 
The shallows of salt marshes contain 
them in great numbers and variety. 
. As their shells are composed of 
siJex (glassy) they are practically in­ 
destructible, being able to withstand 
a high temperature and the prolong­ 
ed action of acids. 
When they are 
undisturbed for Long periods, they 
accumulate in vast quantities. Nearly 
every large swamp with a level sur­ 
face covers a deposit of diatoms. 
I 
have found suoh a deposit under salt 
marshes to be sometimes fifty feet 
thick. 


The cities of Richmond and Peters­ 
burg are built above such a formation, 
which also extends through Maryland 
into New Jersey. The artesian wells 
at Atlantic City are driven through 
more than six hundred feet of such 
a deposit. 
At Redondo Beach, Cal., 
is a high bluff of diatomaceous earth, 
and there are probably thousands of 
•imilar formations that (have never 
been investigated.*—From “Nature and 
Science’' in St. Nicholas. 


Ü8E OF THE VETO POWER. 


Has Greatly Increased 8ince Jackson 
Entered the White House. 


The veto power seeims to have 
been originally given to the Presi­ 
dent by the States in order to en­ 
able him to protect his constitutional 
prerogatives from invasion by Con­ 
gress, but in our times the people 
appear to be willing that he should 
use it and threaten Its use in order 
to terrify and dominate legislator«. 


Has not the modern habit 
of 
a 
member of the House to think only 
of his district and labor chiefly for 
it given the President his innings 
as the only organ and representative 
of the whol§ people? 
He is now 
llrat, the Senate second, and the 
House last, which is quite the re­ 
verse of what the framers of tho 
Constitution fancied would come to 


It is edifying in looking back dur­ 
ing a century and anore to compare 
the evolution ot the people's will in 
America and in England, where the 


character of tho King is tho acci­ 
dent of birth and education. Thera 
the veto has not been used, cer* 
tainly not since 1792, whereas here 
its 
use has increased since Jackson 
entered tho (White House. There thd 
enfranchised massed use tho House 
of Commons as their instrument of 
power, but here the President. 


Roosevelt saw the tendency in tho 
great West and has worked it as 
President with exceptional shrewd­ 
ness and success. 
He has endeavor­ 
ed to execute popular wisdom and 
popular folly. Constitution or no Con­ 
stitution. 
Congress has no control 
over his policies, excepting by par­ 
ty discipline, which has not been ap­ 
plied. 


Democrats in Congress have been 
hypnotized in the departments by fav­ 
or for the “district.” Even now con­ 
spicuous Democrats say they do not 
tsee how Bryan can refuso to sup­ 
port Roosevelt If nominated at Chi­ 
cago. Party discipline has vanished. 
The President, holding tho cold end of 
the poker, presents the hot end to 
Congress which may authorize him to 
expend twenty millions for punilc 
buildings, but cannot constrain him 
to do it. He need not pay out a dol­ 
lar. Disbursing 
officers 
must obey 
him.—New York Sun. 


AN INTERESTING LAND. 


And Its Church Towers Are a Dis­ 
tinctive Feature of the Mexi­ 
can View. 


There is no country better worth 
visiting than Mexico. It is very strik­ 
ing, in crossing the border from tho 
United States, to note how completely 
everything changes. Here there hard­ 
ly seems anything man has construct­ 
ed which harmonizes with its sur­ 
roundings; thero everything seems to 
be entirely a part of the country. It 
is more foreign than Europe is now, 
and constantly reminds one of the 
East. 
Riding in some of the little- 
traveled districts, I could hardly be- 
iieve that I was not in India. 
The 
dust in the road, the thorn scrub on 
both sides, with that pungent smell 
of the blossoms, all reminded me of 
the country aibout Ahmedabad. 
The 
plateau in winter, the dry season, Is 
very much 
like 
the 
desert/—long 
stretches of 
country, 
with 
purple 
mountains in the distance, without a 
tree in sight except where ihere is a 
town, or where Irrigation has kept a 
little green and a few trees have ‘been 
planted. 
Often the horizon is so dis­ 
tant that the mountains melt into the 
sky, and 
perhaps 
one 
catches 
a 
glimpse of the snow on one of the 
volcanoes. 
The color is that of its 
own Mexican opal—greens, blues and 
reds. 


Everywhere the distinctive features 
are the church towers and tiled domes 
rising above the towns. The exteriors 
of these churches are always pictur­ 
esque and interesting, but the inter­ 
iors are usually 
disappointing, 
for 
they have suffered much during many 
revolutions, and perhaps even 
more 
from senseless renovations. 
There 
are a few still untouched, w.hene one 
can see them as nearly all were once, 
entirely covered with richly carved 
wood heavily gilded. 
Gold was used 
thickly everywhere, till the carving 
looked like solid metal. 
I have seen 
much gold in churches, but none to 
equal that in Mexico.-^nFrom

There are no signs of industrial de­ 
pression in the big government build­ 
ing at Seventeenth and Spring Garden 
streets.

New York assay office has sent over 
$50,000,000 in gold bullion to the Phil­ 
adelphia mint to be coined. 


Since the first of the current year 
Uie inflow of the glittering metal lias 
been so great that it forced tho offi­ 
cials of the mint to add more than 40 
women adjustors to that department. 
The mint turns out more than $800,- 
000 daily, and within

amount coined all last year by §20,-

A gainst Cremation, 


A court decision that 
many will 
consider reactionary has been handed 
down by the highest Prussian court, 
to the effect that 
cremation, as a 
method of disposing o* the bodies of 
the dead, is without sanction of law 
and may be forbidden by the police 
authority in any jurisdiction. 
Ac­ 
cording to statistics made public from 
time to time, the practice of crema­ 
tion is slowly but surely growing in 
popularity in America. 
In thickly 
populated sections the 
method has 
much to commend Itself. 
For those 
who have no religious or sentimental 
scruples on the subject, cremation ap­ 
pears a reasonable and proper meth­ 
od for disposing of the dead. Hygien- 
ically it has nearly everything In its 
favor. 


The Prussian court elaborates its 
decision with the statement that cre­ 
mation is repugnant to religious sen­ 
sibilities and therefore it be discour­ 
aged for more than mere legal rea­ 
sons. 
Even though this be the last 
word of the highest court of Prussia, 
it would appear more than probable 
that the decree will be attacked, for 
the cremation propagandists will not 
be content without making a fight for 
reversal or modification of the order.

LAFEAN TO PRESENT 


BILL FOR HIGHWAY. 


York, July 2.—When Congress recon­ 
venes next December, Congressman D. 
F. Lafean, of this place, will introduce a 
bill providing for the construction of a 
maguificent roadway or boulevard from 
the White House at Washington to tho 
Battlefield at Gettysburg. This road is 
to cost seven million dollars and is 
be a national memorial to Abraham 
Lincoln in celebration of his 100th birth 
day anniversary. Since last winter the 
York Congressman, with J T. McCleary, 
Second Assistant Postmaster General 
and others, has been quietly working 
upon the project. Mr. Lafean stated to­ 
day that the proposed Lincoln memorial 
boulevard meets with the approval of 
President Roosevelt, the Licolu Memo­ 
rial Association, Senator Knox a n d 
scores of Congressmen. Mr. Lafean says 
that he is confident of the success of the 
proposition, The boulevard will be up* 
on almost a hair lino, coveriug a dis­ 
tance of about 72 miles. From Wash 
iugton it will extend in a straight line 
to Westminster, Maryland, and from 
Westmiuster iu a straight line to Get­ 
tysburg.^ The great avenue will be 150 
feet wide, on each side s\ ill be fifty loot 
roadway with a fifty fool plot of grass 
shrubbery and flowers in tue center.

In the seven years ended 190G the 
»lumber of 
men 
teachers 
In the 
United States decreased twenty-four 
per cent, it is not a matter of wages. 
Professionally fitted men teachers get 
a higher average salary than the av- 
erage Incomes of lawyers, physicians, 
clergymen and business men in their 
com»a3unities. 
There are even begin- 
ning to be prizes for superior teach- 
ers. 
Salaries of $5000 are common. 
$10.000 is not infrequent, $20,000 
has been offered several times; there 
have been private school principals 
who cleared $100,000 a year. 
But 
four reasons make the thoughtful 
young men hesitate. 
First, it Is a 
hireling occupation, 
A college presi- 
dent was. once comparing his work 
with mine. 
"For one thing, you are 
your own master," he said. 
"Yes." I 
replied, "it is a good many years since 
I have had to take orders from any- 
body." 
"That's just it," he mused, 
thoughtfully; and though he Is one 
of the great college presidents, a man 
with whose work mine Is not for a 
moment to be measured, I could see 
that In this respect he envied me. 


That president Is as little accus- 
tomed or likely as any man I know 
to be interfered with by his trustees, 
but the ordinary man teacher Is en- 
tirely at their mercy. The lav/ makes 
them the authority as to course of 
study, rei^ulations, selection of teach- 
Gi^. eQuipment and supplies. 
Out- 
side of the board of education that di- 
rectly employs him the community 
feels authorized to dictate whether 
he shall smoke or dance or play cards 
or call on a lady twice a week. 
The 
present principal of the high school 
at Newark. N. J., lost a place In Cort- 
land Normal School because v/hen he 
applied he was wearing a red necktie; 
the chairman of the committee dis- 
liked red neckties. 


Second, teaching Is looked down 
upon in the community. 
We might 
as well face this fact. 
"When A was 
principal of a grammar school," said 
the head of a normal school, "he 
would run across the street to shake 
hands with me. 
Now that he has 
passed his law examination and hung 
up his shingle he expects me to run 
across the street to shake hands with 
him." 
In other words, A feels that 
to be at the tail of the law^ is higher 
than to be at the top of teaching. 


The teacher may have a personality 
that commands respect in spite of his 
calling, but as a teacher and outside 
of his especial work he is regarded 
by business men slightingly, as an 
improvident visionary, thinking in a 
world of Imaginary conditions, like 
Alice in Wonderland, 


This is shown from the fact that 
the teacher Is so seldom elected to a 
place of 
responsibility 
not 
educa- 
tional. 
"Oh, but look at the'high 
Bchool principal of Lancaster elected 
Mayor, and the deputy superintendent 
of instruction elected Secretary of 
State in Pennsylvania! " you cry. Yes, 
you who live in Pennsylvania point to 
those two men, and if you lived in 
Illinois or Louisiana or Arizona or 
Oregon, and were well informed, you 
would point to the same two men. 
Why? 
Because they are the only 
ones. 
There are 110,000 men teach- 
ers in the United States and two of 
them have been elected to responsible 
public places; the exceptions are so 
rare and noteworthy that they prove 
the general rule that teachers are not 
BO trusted. 
"At your age George 
Washington had mastered mathemat- 
ics," remarked a teacher to an unsat- 


erlng tne. 
The place has not advan* 
tages enough over my present one to 
warrant me in changing. 
Good day," 
And he was gone in less time than It 
had taken most of the candidates to 
introduce themselves. When the door 
closed upon him the committee looked 
at one another and the superintendent 
said: 
"I tell you what I think, gen- 
tlemen; when we come to choose a 
principal for our commercial high 
school, that's our man." 
And to that 
place he was elected, although he had 
given no special attention to business 
branches. 


Now what must be the general con- 
dition of teachers' manners when it Is 
such a distinction as this to have the 
appearance and bearing of a gentle- 
man and the decision and directness 
of a business man? 
A normal and 
university graduate of considerable 
experience was a candidate for a place 
in the Albany normal, and was pretty 
sure of it up to the point when he 
called upon the State Superintendent. 
This ofllcer was at his desk, and the 
candidate when he came In seated 
himself familiarly on the side of it. 
That cost him his appointment, and it 
ought to. As a rule men teachers are 
uncouth, crude, ill at ease in com- 
pany, They do not know how to enter 
a drawing room or a business office 
or how and when to get out of either. 
It Is amazing what a difference It 
makes In a teacher's presence If he 
goes into business for a time and 
learns how to meet people. 


Men 
principals 
are 
often 
petty 
tyrants; they accept and demand obe- 
dience to the point of servility. 
How 
often you see a principal and his as- 
sistants coming in a body to an asso- 
ciation. the women cluttering about 
him and he strutting majestically, 
like cock and hens In a barnyard, 
I 
could name a man, a fine man and 
teacher at that, who has yielded to 
this Influence so much that he never 
listens to a remark when It is first 
made, but expects It to be repeated, 
A superintendent of schools In one 
of the large cities was walking from 
one building to another with some of 
his teachers. 
It was an oppressively 
hot day in June and they were in the 
glare. 
Finally one of the ladies sug- 
gestedl 
"Dr. 
-, don't you think

it would be better to walk on the 
shady side?" 
"Oh, no," he replied,

ning to be prizes for superior teach­ 
ers. 
Salaries of $5000 are common, 
$10,000 is not infrequent, $20,000 
has been offered several times; there 
have been private school principals 
who cleared $100,000 a year. 
But 
four reasons make the thoughtful 
young men hesitate. 
First, it Is a 
hireling occupation. 
A college presi­ 
dent was. once comparing his work 
with mine. 
“For one thing, you are 
your own master,” he said. 
“Yes,” I 
replied, “it is a good many years since 
I have had to take orders from any­ 
body.” 
“That’s just it,” he mused, 
thoughtfully; and though he is one 
of the great college presidents, a man 
with whose work mine Is not for a 
moment to be measured, I could see 
that in this respect he envied me. 


That president is as little accus­ 
tomed or likely as any man I know 
to be interfered with by his trustees, 
but the ordinary man teacher is en­ 
tirely at their mercy. The lav/ makes 
them the authority as to course of 
study, regulations, selection of teach­ 
ers, equipment and supplies. 
Out­ 
side of the board of education that di­ 
rectly employs him the community 
feels authorized to dictate whether 
he shall smoke or dance or play cards 
or call on a lady twice a week. 
The 
present principal of the high school 
at Newark, N. J., lost a place in Cort­ 
land Normal School because when he 
applied he was wearing a red necktie; 
the chairman of the committee dis­ 
liked red neckties. 


Second, teaching is looked down 
upon in the community. 
We might 
as well face this fact. 
“When A was 
principal of a grammar school," said 
the head of a normal school, “he 
would run across the street to shake 
hands with me. 
Now that he has 
passed his law examination and hung 
up his shingle he expects me to run 
across the street to shake hands with 
him.” 
In other words, A feels that 
to be at the tail of the law is higher 
than to be at the top of teaching. 


The teacher may have a personality 
that commands respect in spite of his 
calling, but as a teacher and outside 
of his especial work he is regarded 
by business men slightingly, as an 
improvident visionary, thinking in a 
world of imaginary conditions, like 
Alice In Wonderland. 


This is shown from the fact that 
the teacher is so seldom elected to a 
place of 
responsibility not educa­ 
tional. 
“Oh, but look at the* high 
school principal of Lancaster elected 
Mayor, and the deputy superintendent 
of instruction elected Secretary of 
State in Pennsylvania! ” you cry. Yes, 
you who live in Pennsylvania point to 
those two men, and if you lived in 
Illinois or Louisiana or Arizona or 
Oregon, and were well informed, you 
would point to the same two men. 
Why? 
Because they are the only 
ones. 
There are 110,000 men teach­ 
ers in the United States and two of 
them have been elected to responsible 
public places; the exceptions are so 
rare and noteworthy that they prove 
the general rule that teachers are not 
so trusted. 
"At your age George 
Washington had mastered mathemat­ 
ics,” remarked a teacher to an unsat­ 
isfactory pupil. 
“And at yours he 
was President of the United States,” 
was the retort, and it stung. 


Third, teaching usually belittles a 
man. 
I do not say it o.ught to; I do 
not say it always does; I say it usual­ 
ly does, 
His daily dealing is with 
petty things of interest only to his 
children and a few women assistants, 
and under regulations laid down by 
outside authority, so that large ques­ 
tions seldom come to him for consid­ 
eration, 
His environment narrows 
him, he grows to have only one In­ 
terest, and that limits him in public 
and in social life. You cannot usually 
get it out of the heads pf the kind of 
men who go into teaching that they 
are dealing with inferior minds. The 
child cannot answer back; the teacher 
has the last word; ergo the teacher is 
correct. Of course the real teacher is 
a listener; he learns more from his 
children than they from him, because 
It is an ever new delight to watch the 
impression of ideas upon the budding 
mind. 
But how many men teachers 
are there of your acquaintance who 
listen? How many of them delight in 
a childish mind quick enough to catch 
them In a blunder? 
How many of 
them say when the child fails to com­ 
prehend, “How ctupid my teaching 
must be?” 
It is the assumption that 
the teacher knows it all and the 
child 
nothing 
that 
belittle. 
The 
teacher 
who 
has 
browbeaten his 
school is at a loss when he comes out 
of the school into the community 
which can answer back and is by no 
means disposed to accept his "ipse 
dixit. 


This suggests the fourth and last 
leason I shall give, that teaching 
tends to bad manners, and the bright 
young men who see this hesitate to 
be classed with teachers. Some years 
ago there was a vacancy in the sci­ 
ence department of the Syracuse high 
school. 
Among those who appeared 
before the committee was a man from 
Buffalo. 
He replied to the questions 
put to him and then he asked three 
or four. 
When they were answered, 
he said: 
“Gentlemeu, I withdraw my 1 
application, 
I thank you foi consid- i 


appearance and bearing of a gentle­ 
man and the decision and directness 
of a business man? 
A normal and 
university graduate of considerable 
experience was a candidate for a place 
in the Albany normal, and was pretty 
sure of it up to the point when he 
called upon the State Superintendent. 
This officer was at his desk, and the 
candidate when he came In seated 
himself familiarly on the side of it. 
That cost him his appointment, and it 
ought to. As a rule men teachers are 
uncouth, crude, ill at ease in com­ 
pany. They do not know how to enter 
a drawing room or a business office 
or how and when to get out of either. 
It is amazing what a difference it 
makes In a teacher’s presence If he 
goes into business for a time and 
learns how to meet people. 


Men principals are often petty 
tyrants; they accept and demand obe­ 
dience to the point of servility. How 
often you see a principal and his as­ 
sistants coming in a body to an asso­ 
ciation, the women cluttering about 
him and he strutting majestically, 
like cock and hens In a barnyard. 
I 
could name a man, a fine man and 
teacher at that, who has yielded to 
this influence so much that he never 
listens to a remark when it is first 
made, but expects It to be repeated, 
A superintendent of schools In one 
of the large cities was walking from 
one building to another with some of 
his teachers. 
It was an oppressively 
hot day in June and they were in the 
glare. 
Finally one of the ladies sug­ 
gested": 
“Dr. ------ , don’t you think 


it would be better to walk on the 
shady side?” 
“Oh, no,” he replied, 
imperturbably. 
“I don’t ipind the 
sun! ” He was a really great man, to 
whom American education owes not 
a little, but he got his mannera in the 
schoolroom. 


WHAT OF ENGLAND? 


When All Nations Equal Her in Pos­ 
session of tho High Seas? 


What of* England, the 
country 
which of all has most to lose and 
least to gain? 
How is she contem­ 
plating the era when all nations equal 
her in possession of the atmospheric 
ocean, the higher seas? 
When the 
aerial fleets of the world can pass as 
readily as her own not into, but over, 
the Cinque ports; over St. Paul’s, 
and Lombard street, and Bucking­ 
ham Palace; over Windsor, over Man­ 
chester, and Birmingham, and Shef­ 
field; over the length of the fairest, 
strongest, securest, most historic and 
richest 
of 
argosied 
realms, from 
Land’s End to John o’ Groat’s—from 
her new naval base at Rosyth to the 
borders of the Mersey? 


Major F. S. Baden-Powell, late of 
the Scotch Guards, summed up the 
whole matter, last year, with 
so 
quiet a significance that one would 
think there could be no other sub­ 
ject so occupying the mind of his 
countrymen. 
“If in the future all 
nations adopt airships for war, much 
of our insularity will be gone, and 
we must make due preparation." 


But in the event of England’s loss 
of insularity, what preparation, or 
equality of aerial equipment, 
can 
restore to her a specific supremacy 
like 
that— with 
all it includes— 
which is possessed by her, so long as 
sea power is the sovereign power, 
and “Britannia rules the waves?" 


Recalling the past, it is typical to 
say the least, that all England is not 
at this moment evincing for once a 
just apprehension; not of defeat in 
war or even of violence at alien 
hands, but of the falling-in of that 
concession of specific immunity which 
has been a saund warrant for the 
“gude conceit of hersel" so little rel­ 
ished by the envious. 
A like apathy, 
however, prevails in other countries 
most concerned, In some of which 
the people at large express a full re­ 
alization of what is soon to affect 
modes of life and international lib­ 
erties and restrictions. 
The subju­ 
gation of the atmosphere has not 
come impressively like the steamboat 
of Fulton, or the “What bath God 
wrought" over Morse's wire, but has 
crept slowly from the diversion stage 
to the utilization of advanced engi­ 
neering and equipment. 


Who can doubt that the actual con­ 
dition is understood in the chancel- 
ries of Europe— it must be that cab­ 
inets and rulers have an inkling of 
it, that British statesmen know what 
it means, else why are they watching 
so intently the efforts made by one 
another? 
England, as usual, is let­ 
ting others pull the chestnuts out of 
the fire, ready to profit in imitation 
of what others may 
produce; 
al­ 
though, even &he, at last, has tested, 
rather unsuccessfully, a dirigible air­ 
ship of her own.

Where thare is more 
than orio hive of bees kept, open air 
feeding is not desirable, but the feed

Shallow Corn Culture.

The muscles of 
the forearm, wrist and hands of a good 
milker must be well developed; there- 
fore, as a rule, women are poor milk- 
ers. 
They require too much time to 
milk a cow. 
The evil resulting from 
the practice is that the cows do not 
Teadily give down their milk. 
Some 
farmers expcct a man to do too much 
•of this work. 


The number of cows that a man milks 
should depend on the amount and na- 
ture of other labor tlmt 
ho perfornis. 
As a rule, 1 do not believe that a man

The Way to Feed Bees. 


Feeding for Avinter stores alone may 
be done heavily and all within a few 
days. A fair colony of bees will store a 
half gallon 
or more syrup 
in twelve 
hours, and thirty pounds, or two gal- 
lons will usually be enough to winter 
them. 
If feeding for Avinter, and also 
for brood rearing, they should be fed 
more lightly and continued about every 
twenty days, until tho amount for both 
stores and brood is sccured. 
To feed 
for brood-rearing alone, a gill or half 
pint of syrup daily for about twenty 
days, is sufiicient. Where there is more 
than one hivo of bees kept, 
open air 
feeding is not desirable, but the feed 
should be confined in an upper story 
added to the hive, 
or in case of light 
feeding if the hives are supplied with 
good tight bottoms, the feed 
may be 
poured,.down between the frames at 
the back end of hive, and the hive 
raised slightly at the front so that the 
syrup will not run forward and out at 
the entrance. 


For all heavy feeding some kind of 
feeder should be used. 
Little wooden 
troughs are best and may bo made any 
size desired. 
Tho best kind is a two- 
inch block guttered out by cutter heads 
or Avabble saws, cutting slots half an 
inch wide, and leaving stationary'' cen- 
ters of an eighth of an 
inch thick to 
give the bees a foothold, which keeps 
them from drowning 
in tho 
syrup. 
When open troughs are used some float- 
ing material should be placed on the 
syrup to answer this purpose. 


Bees may be fed any kind of syrup 
that they will eat, but the only safe 
feed for fhem in autumn, for tho pur- 
pose of wintering, is the best of granu- 
lated sugar, and only for stimulative 
feeding in warm weather should cheap 
sugar or syrups be used. 
To prepare 
sugar for feeding, water should be ..dd- 
cd so that the syrup may be of the con- 
sistency of thin molasses after it is 
thorouglily llqueiied by heating. 
It 1§ 
not best to boll it, but simply bring it 
to the boiling point, because to boll it 
very much will have 
a tendency 
to 
again crystalize it. 


The only manner in which bees may 
be fed during winter is by the use OL 
candy, and syrup feeding cannot be 
done in safety. 
Cajidy can be made 
from granulated sugar in cakes, and 
placed over the frames and above the 
cluster of bees so that they may have

Insuring Bank Depositors

HERE are so many fine things tio be said in favor of the plan oi 
guaranteeing deposits in national banks tiliat it Is not surprising 
if many overlook or minimize the fatal defect, namely, the in 
evitable stimulus '\vhich it would give to speculative banking. 
The gambling banker who plays for great stakes with a corre- 
spondingly great risk would, by offei^ing greater inducements to 
depositors, gain an enormous advantage over his conservative 
competitor, who would fmd that his reputation for conservatism had lost its 
value as a business getter, security being no longer a factor in drawing de- 
positors. 
No plan to insure bank deposits yet proposed has met this objection. 
Why not adopt the plan of deposit insurance by the directors of each bank for 
Itself? 
The object to be gained would not -be any extensive indemnlUcation of 
depositors by directors of failed banks, but the prevention of failures by forc- 
ing directors to direct, and making them responsible for negligence, ignorance 
of banking principles, lor violations of the law. 
The proposal is as follows: 
Let the national bank act provide that in the case of any bank 
failure where any 
section of the act has (been violated or where any otherwise illegal or ultra 
vires transactions have buen made by the bank, or where the banks at the 
time of failure have outstanding loans to directors 'Or to any enterprise In 
which said directors are directors or officers on which any loss is suffered by 
the bank, the directors shall be personally liable to the extent of their personal 
fortunes Cor all losses to depositors.

So important a factor 
has he now 'become in the councils of a railroad corporation that 
hardly a move can b& made in the operating department without 
first consulting his rights and wishes. 
Not only is the power and 
iailuence of the railroad employee at tho present clay an im- 
portant factor in railroad management, but, in the opinion of 
competent judges, the time is not far distant when manager and tmployee 
will meet .on equal terms and together legislate for the interests of all con- 
cerned. 
Now, gianting the ever-increasing power of the employee in framing 
the rules and influencing the management, what Is there to be said about the 
division of responsibility? 


At the present day, when an accidcnt happens on a railroad and lives of 
passengers are sacrificed by reason of the carelessness or neglect of employees, 
practically the whole moral and financial responsibility is immediately assum- 
ed by the management. 
Heartfelt regret is at once expressed by tho highest 
authorities, the injured are visited by sjonpathetic oilicials and every concelv^ 
able kind of bill or expense is at once acknov/ledged, and paid. 
On the other 
band, we, the employees, singly and co]lect.»\'e]y, ignore the whole business. 
We simply s-tand back and let the press and the authorities figure out reasons 
and remedies for themselves. 
We neither adopt resolutions of sympathy nor 
pay out a single dollar to benefit the families of the dead or to alleviate the 
Bufferings of the injured. 


•Considering the division of power, does this adjustment of responsibility 
appeal to any fair-mindt-d person? 
It 
has 
occurred to some 
of 
ua -that 
If we or our organizations were assessed in hard cash in proportion to our re- 
Bponsjbility for some of these preventable accidents, the casualty list on our 
railroads 
would 
very 
quickly 
assume microscopic proportions. 
An "jEJm- 
ployees' Liability act" would of course be looked upon as an absurdity, yet If 
unprejudiced Judges were to analyze a few of our accidents they would quickly 
conclude that the idea is sanely and soberly logical.—-From The Atlantic.

Facts About Clocks, 
Clocks are found in every house in 
these times, no matter how humblo 
tho dwelling, but there was a time 
when thoy were only seen In public 
places. 
The word "clock" is from 
the 
Anglo-Sa-con 
word 
"clugga," 
meaning a bell, and the first clocks 
had bells to strike the hours, and 
hence the article that registered the 
time came to be known by tho noise 
the bell made, a ''clack," or sound. 


From the earliest periods of hu- 
man 
history 
men have sought 
to 
measure time. 
The first measure for 
time 
was 
the 
sun-diaJ, 
but 
this 
method was of no service on cloudy 
Oi' on rainy days. 
Then the hour- 
glass 
was 
Invented, and 
following 
that was the water wheel, known as 
a "clepsydra." 
These measures for 
time v/ere in use 2000 years 
ago. 
The next improvement v/as the sub- 
stitution of a weight for water 
tp 
turn the wheel. 
This was the inven- 
tion of Archlmedeii, a native of Sicily, 
Some contrivance was necessary 
to 
regulate tho weights BO as to make 
thQ index finger on the dial-plate pass 
over an equal space in an equal time. 
This was accomplished by the pendu- 
lum, 
Galileo, a nativo of Florence, 
when but eighteen years old, made 
the Important discovery. 
He was In 
the cathedral at Pisa and noted tho 
Bwaying of a lamp that was easily set 
in motion. 
He v/as Impressed 
with 
the regularity of its motions, havin 
tested Its accurateness by comparin 
the beating of his own pulse. 
He 
concluded that by means of its equals 
ity of motion, a simple 
pendulum 
might become a valuable agent in the 
measurement 
of 
time, 
and 
so 
it 
proved. 
Not until the year 1700 did 
clocks come Into general use. 
Slnco 
that time there have been no material 
changes in the principles on which 
they are made, except Jn the substi- 
tution of steel springs for weights, 
and finer movementi; and in the ad- 
dition of hairsprings to regulate still 
further the action of the pendulum.

Shallow Corn C ulturc-Sufar Beets as Green

Shallow Coro Culture. 


The Nebraska experiment station has 
succeeded in 
demonstrating 
beyond 
question that shallow cultivation 
of 
Corn is the surest method, year In and 
year out. Two acres of land side by 
side were tried, one with deep cultiva­ 
tion, the other with shallow cultiva­ 
tion. 
The 
first produced 
fifty-nine 
bushels of corn, the second sixty-eight. 
It is essentlafto frequently stir the top 
of the soil, so as to prevent the forma­ 
tion of a crust. The earth should not 
be stirred deeper than three inches. 


Sugar Beets as Green Food for Hogs. 


The best root for hogs is the beet. 
All beets have more or less sugar, but 
it is best to grow the sugar beet, even 
though It may not yield so largely as 
do the large, coarse varieties. 
There 
is no time in the growth of beets when 
they arc not acceptable food for hogs 
confined to their pens. They are bet­ 
ter feed and more cheaply grown than 
clover, considering* the waste of the 
clover, when it is either pastured or cut 
and fed green. There is little 
nutri­ 
ment in clover until it gets into blos­ 
som. 
If fed then, the bogs will nose 
the clover over to get* at the heads, and I 
"will eat very little else. But the whole 
of the beet, including the leaves, will 
be eaten, providing 
the leaves 
are 
fresh. 


of canker roup. But It Is really dlph* 
theria of a very rank and contagion« 
character. It spreads rapidly from one 
chicken to another by means of tho 
drinking water. . The birds drink aud 
eat from the same vessel, and this is 
sufficient to give it to all tho chickens; 
The only way to prevent Its spread Is 
to take a bird showlug the slightest 
symptoms of the disease and isolate 
her* providing separate drinking and 
eating vessels for her benefit. A little 
precaution of this nature taken early 
in the first stages of the disease may 
prevent its spread, and save many dol* 
lars to the owners. 


Another form of contagious roup Is 
what is called scrofula. In this disease 
great lumps or sores appear on the face 
of fno Curds, and they exhibit all tho 
signs of catarrh, breathing so hoarsely 
that at times they actually suffocate. 
Consumption is a 
deadly contagious 
disease that spreads rapidly in a fiock 
of birds. This is a very common dis­ 
ease, and the germs of it are spread all 
over the poultry yard for the healthy 
birds to take. 
The disease may not 
break out in an epidemic form for sev­ 
eral weeks after the germs are intro­ 
duced, but sooner or later it will kill off 
the 4 birds probably by tho 
score. 
Prompt and effective measures are nec­ 
essary in all of those cases. Probably 
the surest way is to kill off all the af­ 
fected birds at once and burn 
their 
bodies. 
Tlien cleanse the yard and 
runs, and if possible give the birds a 
Change for a short time in a new yard.

There seems to be a great deal of dis­ 
cussion among the farmers in different 
localities nowadays in regard to the 
subject of good milkers. Tho remark 
that it is now almost impossible to 
find goocl milkers, Is quite frequently 
lieard among dairymen. This IS' a great 
mistake, says a writer in Rural New 
Yorker. I thoroughly believe that there 
are just as good milkers in this, and 
other localities, as there ever were, if 
not better. 


The farmer 
who depends 
on day 
liands for his help, as a general rule, is 
the one who complains most bitterly in 
regard to this matter. 
The average 
man who is hired by the day, will not 
milk even if ho can. 
Wherever or 
.“whenever I find a good month hand, 
one who stays on the farm continually, 
one who is not constantly listening for 
the sound of the six o’clock whistle, one 
who does not go to town every night, 
I find a good milker. 


A cow should be milked as quickly 
•as possible. A good milker can milk 
twelve cows an hour. The muscles of 
the forearm, wrist and hands of a good 
milker must be well developed; there­ 
fore, as a rule, women are poor milk­ 
ers. 
They require too much time to 
milk a cow. 
The evil resulting from 
the practice is that the cows do not 
l’eadily give down their milk. 
Some 
farmers expect a man to do too much 
of this work. 


The number of cows that a man milks 
should depend on the amount and na­ 
ture of other labor that he performs. 
As a rule, I do not believe that a man 
should bo allowed to milk more than 
:six cows. 


Ensilage Desirable Horse Feed. 


The matter of hay substitutes in the 
«outh Is a serious problem and has 
led to considerable investigation con­ 
cerning 
the value 
of ensilage 
for 
horses. 
The Virginia experiment sta­ 
tion has been In the habit of feeding 
its farm horses a limited supply of en­ 
silage, but it had never made a prac­ 
tice of giving them all they would eat. 
In order to see what would result by 
feeding a full supply, eight animals, 
six mules and two horses, were fed all 
the ensilage they would eat for six 
Tveeks. 


The Way to Feed Bees. 


Feeding for winter stores alone may 
be done heavily and all within a few 
days. A fair colony of bees will store a 
half gallon or more syrup in twelve 
hours, and thirty pounds, or two gal­ 
lons will usually be enough to winter 
them. If feeding for winter, and* also 
for brood rearing, they should be fed 
more lightly and continued about every 
twenty days, until the amount for both 
stores and brood is secured. 
To feed 
for brood-rearing alone, a gill or half 
pint of syrup daily for about twenty 
days.is sufficient. Where there is more 
than one hive of bees kept, 
open air 
feeding is not desirable, but the feed 
should be confined in an upper story 
added to the hive, or in case of light 
feeding if the hives are supplied with 
good tight bottoms, the feed 
may be 
poured,.down between the frames at 
the back end of hive, and the hive 
raised slightly at the front so that the 
syrup will not run forward and out at 
the entrance. 


For all heavy feeding some kind of 
feeder should be used. Little wooden 
troughs are best and may be made any 
size desired. The best kind is a two- 
inch block guttered out by cutter heads 
or wabble saws, cutting slots half an 
inch wide, and leaving stationary cen­ 
ters of an eighth of an inch thick to 
give the bees a foothold, which keeps 
them from drowning 
in the 
syrup. 
When open troughs are used some float- 
ing material should be placed on the 
syrup to answer this purpose. 


Bees may be fed any kind of syrup 
that they will eat, but the only safe 
feed for them in autumn, for the pur­ 
pose of wintering, is the best of granu­ 
lated sugar, and only for stimulative 
feeding in warm weather should cheap 
sugar or syrups be used. 
To prepare 
sugar for feeding, water should be *.dd- 
cd so that the syrup may be of the con­ 
sistency of thin molasses after it is 
thoroughly liquefied by heating. 
It is 
not best to boil it, but simply bring it 
to the boiling point, because to boil it 
very much will have 
a tendency to 
again crystalize it. 


The only manner in which bees may 
be fed during winter is by the use ol 
candy, and syrup feeding cannot be 
done in safety. 
Candy can be made 
from granulated sugar in cakes, and 
placed over the frames and above the 
cluster of bees so that they may have 
access to it, and thus carry them 
through to warm weather. 
Winter 
feeding cannot be depended upon, and 


They were given 
a small all feeding that is to be done should be 
amount some weeks previous 
to' th e , done in autumn so as to give the bees 
test. The animals were in good health an opportunity to seal up their stores.— 
from first to last, and examined from 
time to time by a veterinary surgeon. 


A weekly weighing 
showed at the 
-end of the experiment that there was 
no falling off in flesh, although the an­ 
imals were at work all the time, wJ'h 
the exception of stormy days. 
They 
all made gains in weight, but those fed 
ensilage, corn and hay, and those fed 
-corn and hay only gained about equally 
As a whole, it appears from this test 
that sliage is a good roughage for 
horses when used in connection with 
hay, stover and grain.

must become accustomed to it by de­ 
grees,

being as Important 
as a 
change from lihy or corn to grass. The

And, much later in history, Samson

“Woman,” says Tortullian, “thou art the gate of hell.“ It is unnecessary 
to quote the well knbwn opinion's of the fathers in this respect. The stern pro­ 
visions of the Christian jurists came into conflict with tho milder customs of 
the barbarians. 
Among the Visigoths, Bavarians and Burgundians no male 
kinsman could interfere with the wife’s guardianship of her children. 


According to Manouvrier, the anthropologist, ths average cranial capacity 
in cubic centimeters of men in the stone age was 1544, as again 15G0 of mod­ 
ern Parisians; that of women in the stone age was 1422, as against only 1338 
todaiy.—Harper’s Weekly. 


THE AGE OF ACHIEVEMENT. 
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Europe's Jealousy 


of America 


B y President A. D, Hepburn, of the Cbaso 


National Bank, New York:.

HE one thing that most strongly impresses itself upon the mind 
of a careful observer in Europe at the present time is the fact 
that the continent of Europe does not like the United States. 
They regard us as a ‘bumptious people, that ought to he spanked 
into some sort of decorum, and they would welcome and rejoice 
in any international complications, not involving themselves, that 
would bring us into difficulties. 
It is our growing importance 
as a naval and military power that most disturbs them. It disturbs the inter­ 
national balance of power as it heretofore existed and upon which their dlplo* 
macy has heretofore been based. 
Neither does the continent of Europe like 
Japan, and for similar reasons. I-ter recently achieved .naval and military pres­ 
tige and her English alliance have -brought Japan to the front in the family 
of nations, an aggressive force that must be reckoned with In world politics. 
It calls a halt to territorial acquisition in the east, and from now on is^ likely 
to mark a recession in European influence in Asia. It follows from this con­ 
dition of affairs that nothing would be contemplated with greater complacency 
by the continental powers than a war between the United States a.nd Japan. 
A taxing of the strength and* a wasting of the resources of these two powers, 
not involving themselves, would tend to restore their relative power and pre­ 
cedence in the council of nations. 
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Insuring Bank Depositors 


Against Los j 


B y Professor E. D, Howard, of North­ 
western University( 


HERE are so many fine things tio be said in favor of the plan ot 
guaranteeing deposits in national banks that it is not surprising 
if many overlook or minimize the fatal defect, namely, the In 
evitable stimulus which it would give to speculative banking. 
The gambling banker who plays for great stakes with a corre­ 
spondingly great risk would, by offering greater inducements to 
depositors, gain an enormous advantage over his conservative 
competitor, who would find that his reputation for conservatism had lost Its 
value as a business getter, security being no longer a factor in drawing de­ 
positors. No plan to insure bank deposits yet proposed has met this objection. 
Why not adopt the plan of deposit insurance by the directors of each bank for 
Itself? The object to be gained would not -be any extensive indemnification of 
depositors by directors of failed banks, but the prevention of failures by forc­ 
ing directors to direct, and making them responsible for negligence, ignorance 
of banking principles, ior violations of the law. 
The proposal is as follows: 
Let the national hank act provido that in the case of any bank failure where any 
section of the act has heen violated or where any otherwise illegal or ultra 
vires transactions have bden made by the bank, or where the banks at the 
time of failure have outstanding loans to directors 'Or to any enterprise in 
which said directors are directors or officers on which any loss is suffered by 
the bank, the directors shall be personally liable to the extent of their «personal 
fortunes fior all losses to depositors. 
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An Employees’ 


L ia b ilty Act 


By J. O. Fagan. 


NEW partner, in the person of the railroad employee, has literally 
pushed his way into the manager's office. So important a factor 
has he now »become in the councils of a railroad corporation that 
hardly a move can be made in the operating department without 
first consulting his rights and wishes. Not only is the power and 
influence of the railroad employee at tho present clay an im­ 
portant factor in railroad management, but, in tho opinion of 
competent judges, the time is not far distant when manager and employee 
will meet .on equal terms and together legislate for the interests of all con­ 
cerned. 
Now, gianting the ever-increasing power of the employee in framing 
tho rules and influencing the management, what is there to be said about the 
division of responsibility? 


At the present day, when an accident happens on a railroad and lives of 
passengers are sacrificed by reason of the carelessness or neglect of employees, 
practically the whole moral and financial responsibility is immediately assum­ 
ed by the management. Heartfelt regret is at once expressed by the highest 
authorities, the injured are visited by sympathetic officials and every conceiv* 
able kind of bill or expense is at once acknowledged, and paid. On the other 
hand, we, the employees, singly and collectfveJy, ignore the whole business 
We simply stand back and let the press and the authorities figure out reasons 
and remedies for themselves. 
We neither adopt resolutions of sympathy nor 
pay out a single dollar to benefit the families of the dead or to alleviate the 
sufferings of the injured. 


Considering the division of «power, does this adjustment of responsibility 
appeal to any fair-minded person? 
It 
has 
occurred to some of u« «that 
if we or our organizations were assessed in hard cash fn proportion to our re­ 
sponsibility for some of these preventable accidents, the casualty list on our 
railroads would very quickly assume microscopic proportions. 
An “Em­ 
ployees' Liability act" would of course be looked upon as an absurdity, yet if 
unprejudiced judges were to analyze a few of cur accidents they would quickly 
conclude that the idea is sanely and soberly logical.—-Prom The Atlantic.

Impulse, initiative, 
adventure, rise to tho acme of desir­ 
ability, and aro the golden virtues 
to bo cultivated and 
apotheosized.

Facts About Clocks, 


Clocks are found in every house in 
theso times, no matter how humble 
tho dwelling, but there was a time 
when they were only seen in public 
places. 
The word “clock" is from 
the 
Anglo-Saxon 
word 
“clugga," 
meaning a bell, and the first clocks 
had bells to strike the hours, and 
hence the article that registered the 
time came to be known by tho noise 
the bell made, a "clack," or sound. 


From the earliest periods of hu­ 
man 
history 
men have sought to 
measure time. 
The first measure for 
time 
was 
the sun-dial, 
but 
this 
method was of no service on cloudy 
pi* on rainy days. 
Then tho hour­ 
glass was invented, and following 
that was the water wheel, known as 
a "clepsydra." 
These measures for 
time were in use 2000 years ago. 
The next improvement v/as the sub­ 
stitution of a weight for water tp 
turn the wheel. This was the inven­ 
tion of Archimedes, a native of Sicily, 
Some contrivance was necessary to 
regulate tho weights so as to make 
the index finger on the dial-plate pass 
over an equal space in an equal time. 
This was accomplished by the pendu­ 
lum, 
Galileo, a native of Florence, 
when but eighteen years old, made 
the important discovery. 
He was in 
the cathedral at Pisa and noted tho 
swaying of a lamp that was easily set 
in motion. 
He v/as impressed with 
tho regularity of its motions, having 
tested its accurateness by comparing 
the beating of his own pulse. 
He 
concluded that by means of its equal* 
ity of motion, a simple pendulum 
might become a valuable agent in the 
measurement 
of 
time, and so ic 
proved. 
Not until the year 1700 did 
clocks come into general use. 
Sinco 
that time there have been no material 
changes in the principles on which 
they are made, except in the substi­ 
tution of steel springs for weights, 
and finer movementr, and in the ad­ 
dition of hairsprings to regulate still 
further the action of the pendulum.

Tuberculosis Prevention. 


Governor Hughes has 
signed 
the 
bill passed by the New York legisla­ 
ture. providing 
for 
tho report and 
registration of all tuborculosis case«. 
Every physician in tho 
state is re­ 
quired to report to the local authori­ 
ties, within 24 hours after the knowl­ 
edge comes to him, the name, age, 
color, occupation, 
where 
employed, 
and address of every person known by 
him to have tuberculosis. In case or 
death from the disease the promises 
must not be occupied again until dis­ 
infected and renovated. This last pro­ 
vision shows how far we have pro­ 
gressed toward the intelligent hand­ 
ling of this seriously contagious dis­ 
ease. 
This new law is a part of tho 
general and growingly effective cam­ 
paign which is being waged the coun- 
ery over to check and prevent the 
spread of consumption.— Indianapolis 
Nows. 


Actual Depopulation in France.*"" 


Much has been said about the de­ 
clining birth rate in France and many 
conjectures made as to what the ten­ 
dency may mean to the republic of 
the 
future. 
"Depopulation," 
how­ 
ever, has been %used heretofore only In 
a relative sense, for at no tim e has 
tho death rate actually exceeded tho 
birth rate until now. 
The statistics 
for tho year 1907, just made public, 
show that, leaving out of account Im­ 
migration and emigration, the popula­ 
tion of France actually declined dur­ 
ing the twelve months. 
There are 
703,000 deaths to 774,000 births, to use 
figures in each case. 


Opium Trade in China. 


An imperial decree issued bv the 
Chinese government 
on 
March 22, 
points out the evils of opium, and 
stales that the British 
government 
has agreed to decrease its exportation 
for a trial period of three years in or­ 
der to see whether the cultivation of 
the poppy and the number of opium 
smokers is lessened. 
Should surh be 
the case, importation Into China will 
bo further decreased gradually. 
Tho 
decree orders the enforcement of ex­ 
isting regulations and the elaboration 
of further measures to deal with the 
evil.—Philadelphia Record.
